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GROUT PREPARED FOR 
FIGHT ON TAMMANY 


Will Find a Job for Every Mc- 
Carren Man Ousted by Murphy, 


HAS ENOUGH AND TO SPARE 


Members of Manhattan Organization 
Can be Dismissed from the Finance 
Department to Make Room. 


If Tammany Hall in its war on Senator 
McCarren ousts every office holder under 
the City Government who is an adherent 
of the Brooklyn leader it will simply mean 
that Temmany men will be put out of the 
Finance Department to make room for 
them. That announcement, made yester- 
day on good‘ authority, was followed by 
the significant remark that after Controller 
Grout has provided for every ene of the 
McCarren men that Murphy can reach 


there still will ge a considerable number 
of Tammany men now in’ the Finance De- 
partment who can be made to walk the 
plank to give place to heretofore unre- 
warded McCarren lieutenants. 

The Controller foreshaiowed this course of 
action when he appointed Thomas F.. Byrnes 
of the Eleventh Kings County District to 
e four-thousand-dollar job as soon as Mur- 
phy had cMused his removal as Deputy 
Commissioner of Gas, Electricity and 
‘Water Supply. : 

Senator McCarren has several appointees 
now in the city administration in one de- 
partment or another. Some occupy execu- 
tive positions, and can be removed only 
by Mayor McClellan. Among those are 
John H. McCooey of the Civil Service De- 
partment, James H. Tully of the Charities 
Department, and James B. Bouck of the 
Tax Department. Mayor McClellan has 
the authority to remove them at will with- 
out charges up to July 1. 

Other McCarren men in office are Will- 
dam R. McGuire, Water Registrar; William 
Brennan, Deputy Tenement House Com- 
missioner; Conrad Hasenflug, Deputy Dock 
Commissioner, and Gottfried Westernacher, 
Deputy Bridge Commissioner. These men, 
unless they forswear Senator McCarren 
end all his works, are in imminent danger 
of feeling the administration ‘axe. 

The bulk of the McCarren lieutenants, 
however, are taken care of in the Kings 
County departments. They are presum- 
ably safe as far as Tammany Hall is con- 
rerned. 

That being the situation, the McCarren 
wmrefr’are resting easily, and are understood 
to be*awai the next move of the Tam- 
many organization. Somé@ do not believe 
that Mayor McClellan can be brought to 
lend his aid to the extent of throwing out 
the men whose places he carries directly in 
his hands, 

On the other hand, it was the impression 
in some circles yesterday that Murphy, 
having succeeded in having Byrnes thrown 
out, will go on al! along the line, and that 
Mavor McClellan will be expected to lend 
his aid. 

It was reported yesterday:that up to the 
time of Controller Grout’s action in finding 
a place for Brynes, the Tammany Chief 
intended. ‘to order a cessation of hostilities 
in order that the other McCarren men now 
holding offices might have a week or ten 
days of contemplation of Byrnes’s fate. 
Then, if they still held out for McCarren 
they were to receive similar treatment. 

Controller Grout's action, however, it was 
learned, has served to cause the Tammany 
leader and his closest advisers to ponder 
whether such a plan will prove altoge(her 
advantageous, viewed as a general propo- 
sition. 

In the Eleventh District in Brooklyn it 
is the impression that Thomas R. Farrell, 
district leader, will be appointed Deputy 
Commissioner of Gas, Electricity, and 
Water Supply by Commissioner Oakley. 
Farrell is the representative of James Shev- 
lin, who is Hugh McLaughlin’s closest 
adviser. He has been thought friendly to 
the McCarren organization. If he receives 
the appointment it will help to strengthen 
the Shevlin-McLaughlin forces in the dis- 
trict. 

Farrell is the rock on which Hugh Mc- 
Laughlin and Martin W. Littleton broke m 
december. McLaughiin desired that Far- 

rell should be made head of the Public 
Works Lepartment in Brooklyn. Shevlin 
a@lsc desired it: Littleton refused point- 
blenk ‘o appoint him, giving the place to 
J. ©. Brackenridge, and in the political up- 
heavals since Littleton has joined with Mc- 
Carren. 

Mr. McLaughlin, when asked yesterday if 
he had entered wit?? Shevlin into an agree- 
ment with C. F. Murphy to fight McCarren, 

sirid: 

“TI have not secn Mr. Murphy since Sep- 

_ tember. No one representing me has seeu 
him on my authority. I have not made any 
agreement with anybody.”’ 

Brooklyn leaders said last night that they 
‘beheved the appoinzment of Farrell would 
indicate bey:nd a doubt that Tammany 
and Willoughby Street had a combination.

Its owner paid for the medical service 
and withdrew the several charges entered 
against the thief, who is recovering. 


REAL RESCUE IN- PARK LAKE. 


Young Yachtsman Unconscious and His 
Rescuer Nearly Tuckered Out. 
While attempting to sail a small boat in 
Ramblers~ Lake, in Central Park, yester- 
day afternoon, eight-year-old Frank Miller 
of 1,689 Second Avenue fell into the water. 
He would probably have been drowned if 
Joseph Gastic, who is forty-six years old 
and lives at 496 Ninth Avenue, had not 
happened to be passing. He jumped in 
and swam with the boy to the West Drive, 
where both were pulled out by Policeman 

Zeller. 

The boy was unconscious when’ brought to 
land, and the man was so exhausted as to 
be unable to stand. They were both taken 
to the Presbyterian Hospital by Dr. Hayes, 
where they remained for an hour or two. 


SAVED THE FISHER MAIDEN. 


G. C. Oliver, City Treasurer of Rahway, 
Rescues/Girl Who Fell Into the River. 


RAHWAY, N. J., May 15.—City Treasurer 
George C. Oliver late yesterday afternoon 
rescued May, the ten-year-old daughter of 
School Commissioner 8, P. Halliday, from 
drowning in the- Rahway River near the 
Whittier Street Bridge. The girl, whose 
parents live on Whittfer Street, was fish- 
ing off the banks of the river, lost her 
feothold, and f@ll into the water. The ac- 
cident was witnessed by a number of 
her playmates, ahd they ran*to the car- 
riage factory of S. & J. Helliday, a short 
distance away, and gave the alarm. 

City. Treasurer Oliver. was at the factory, 
and htrried to the river. .Taking off his 
coat he dived to the bottom of the river, 
where he found the girl Tying on the river 
bed.. He pulled her to ‘the surface, and 
swam to the bank. A crowd had gathered 
by this time, and the apparently lifeless 
body of the child was laid On the ground 
and resort was had to. heroic measures. 


After a half hour’s work the girl began to 
show signs of life, and finally regained 
consciousness. To- day she was kept in bed, 
but there is no doubt of her recovery.

COMRADE HELD DYING 
BOY ON TOP OF TRAIN 


Homeward-Bound Lads on New 
York Central Hit Low Bridge. 


FOUND BY THE TRAINMEN 


Taken to Hospital, Wher: One Suc- 
cumbs to His Injuries—Cousins 
Had Been to Poughkeepsie. 


Two boys, thirteen and fourteen yeats old, 
who had tried to get a free ride on a New 
York -Central train coming into_ this city 
late Saturday night, were found on top of a 
tall refrigerator car early yesterday morn- 
irg, both seriously hurt and one dying. 
They had struck a low bridge while seated 
on top of the car. The less Seriously in- 
jured had held his dying comrade in his 
arms during the long trip down. 

The train is known as Albany Local No. 
80, which is due at the Grafid Central Ste- 
tion at 12:30 o’clock in the morning. The 
train is a mixed “‘ accommodation” of pas- 
sehger coaches and milk and refrigerator 
cars. George Mitchell was the conductor 
and Rider Aiken the engineer. 
men were Bert Earl and George Deckland. 

The train had reached the yards at the 
Grand Central Station, and the trainmen 
were preparing to switch out the cars 
when one of them discovered the two boys 
on top of the tallest car of the lot. One of 
them was holding the limp body of the 
other in his arms. The trainmen climbed 
up and carried both boys to the trainshed, 
and had Politeman Miller of the Grand 
Central Station send for an ambulance. 

One of the boys was conscious, and was 
able, in‘a dazed way, to tell that he was 
Arthur Stretch, Yourteen years old, of 204 
West Thirteenth Street, and that the other 
boy was his cousin, Edward Gilday, thirteen 
years old, of 370 West Twelfth Street. They. 
had climbed on the cars at Poughkeepsie to 
“tramp” their way to New York. They 
chose the reffigerator car. because it was 
wide and high. They Were enjoying their 
ride seated on top of the car, when some- 
where along the line as the train was 
rushing along they struck a low bridge. 
They had been knocked down, but did not 
roll off the car. 

The boys were taken to the Flower Hos- 
pital, where Gilday died at’ 2:50 o’clock in 
the morning. 

At the home of young Gilday it was said 
that he had been away from home since 
Friday morning. He had been in the habit 
of visiting relatives in East Orange, N-. J., 
and his family thought he wap, da 
fact, he told a boy in the neighborhood to 
tell his sister he Was going there. His 


‘fathe¥ Was going to BastOrange yesterday 


to bring him home when he was informed of 
his death. 

Arthur Stretch left home on Friday even- 
ing. His step-father, Michael W. Cassidy, 
went to the hospital to see the boy, Dut he 
was still in a dazed condition, and the 
father could not get any connected state- 
ment from him. Mr. Cassidy says he un- 
derstood the boy to say that they had been 
going to a ball game. He is under the im- 
pression that the boys were not in Pough- 
keepsie, but were struck somewhere in the 
Central. yards in this city. 

Coroner Schoier visited the Flower Hos- 
pital and obtained a statement from 
Arthur. The boy said that he and his 
cousin were playing in the New York Cen- 
tral yards at Thirtieth Street and Eleventh 
Avenue on Saturday morning. They climbed 
on a freight®* car and rode north in Elev- 
enth Avenue as far as Fifty-ninth Street. 
There they were seen by a policeman, who: 
ordered them from the car. They com- 
plied, and he warned them against riding 
on the freight cars, and ordered them to 
go home. 

Instead, they play ed about the yard until 
about noon, when they saw a train moving 
out, and climbed aboard. It was an ex- 
press freight, and didn’t stop until it got 
to Poughkeepsie. Stretch said they were 
afraid to the train while it was mov- 
ing for fea® of being killed. 

When the train stopped at Poughkeepsie 
they were seen by a special policeman, and 
were forced to leave the train. The man 
told them to go home, Stretch says, and 
when they said they lived in New York he 
told them to walk home. 

** We had ridden up,” the boy said, “so 
we thought it would be as easy to ride 
home again. We walked a long way until 
we came to a station. We must have 
walked ten miles. We saw a train moving 
out, and climbed*on it. It was then dark, 
so we got. on the big car because the sides 
didn’t slope. It was so dark at times that 
we could hardly see. However, we lay 
flat most of the’ time, and passed under 
several bridges and through several tun- 
nels, 

‘We were down near New York some- 
where, or I thought we were, when the 
accident happened. Eddie was near the 
centre of the car and to one side in a 
kneeling position, and I was standing up 
just in back of him and had my face to “the 
rear of the train. He said something to me, 
and just then something struck my cousin 
and knocked him against me. I was thrown 
bard on 7 of the car and rolled over and 
oyer until I iel] down between the cars, I 
thought it was all over with me, but [ 
reached out my hand and caught the iron 
ladder down near the bottom. I was so far 
down I could almost see under the ear. My 
foot caught in something at the same time. 
Then I pulled myself up, and climbed on top 
of the car. 

** Eddie was lying there still, and I 
thought he was Gead. There was a hole in 
nis head, and I took out_my handkerchief 
to stop the blood. I shook him, but he 
didn’t move. Then I felt for his‘ heart and 
found it was beating, and I kneW he was 
alive. While I was bending over to feel his 
heart a drop of blood fell on my Wand from 
my head. That was the first I knew I had 
hurt myself. I then held on to Hddie 
till ‘we pulled into the station. A man came 
along with a lantern and I called to him.

MIDSHIPMAN DROWNED. 


Party Left Naval Academy in Cranky 
Boat, Which Capsized. 


> 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., May 15.—As the re- 
sult of rash daring, ,Midshipman Philip 
Brittingham, the nineteen-year-old son of 
the Rev. Joseph Brittingham of Wheeling, 
W. Va., was drowned two“miles off the 
Naval, Academy this afternoon. Britting- 
ham sank only after several heroic at- 
tempts to rescue him had been made by 
his classmates. At one time, while several 
of the midshipmen were struggling wjth 
the drowning man, it looked as if the 
would-be rescuers would also be dragged 
under. 

Brittingham was a member of the third 
class, and this. afternoon he, with 
Midshipmen Anderson, Henderson, Towers, 
and Stevenson, all of the same class, put 
off from the academy dock in a sailing 
launch which was not provided with either 
centreboard or air tanks. 

The party succeeded in keeping the 
eranky craft going all right until about two 
miles off shore, 
wind caught it. 
and sank, throwing the five young men 
into the water. 

Their plight was seen from the academy, 
and immediately another boat manned by 
midshipmen put off:to ‘the rescue. Shout- 
ing encouragement to. the men. struggling 
in the water, the rescuers bent to their 
oars and reached their classmates just as 
Brittingham began to show signs of ‘dis- 
‘tress, An dar Was thrown to‘him, but ‘it 
fell short, and as he triéd to struggle 
toward it he safik. } ; : 

Midshipman C, T. Blackburn, who was in 
the second. boat, at once plunged overboard 
and grasped Brittingham as he rose to the 
surface. The drowning man grabbed him 
about the neck and dragged him under the 
water. 
plunged in, and, just as Black 
;uged to free himself from the clutch of 
the drowning man, Brittingham sank and 
Was seén no more. 

Meanwhile the remaining rescuers had 
their hands full trying to drag the other 
exhausted men into the boat. This ac- 
complished, each one of the rescuing party 
dived repeatedly in an endeavor to find 
the body of Brittingham, but their efforts 
proved unavailing. 


FIND WITNESS SLAIN. 


Victim Colderon) Who Te Testified Against 
Jett and White at Jackson, Ky.

JACKSON, Ky., May 15.—News reached 
here to-night of the assassination of Riley 
Coldiron, in Perry County. 

Coldiron was, with Capt. John Patrick, the 
principal witness against Curtis Jett and 
Tom White, who were convicted for the 
murder of James Cockrill in Jackson. His 
home was not far from that of Abe Calla- 
han, a brother of Sheriff Ed Callahan, who 
is a Hargis mah, and the Callahan boys 
and Coldiron and his frfénds did not get 
along well. 

Last night Coldiron was returning from 
the store on Troublesome Creek, five miles 
from his home, when the report of a Win- 
chester startled the neighborhood and Cold: 
iron fell from his horse. 

No arrests have been made. It is not 
known who is responsible for the deed. 

The body was not touched until this 
morning. The friends of the Callahan boys 
say they had gone to Jackson and were not 
in the vicinity of the place where the trag- 
edy occurred. 

Coldiron, at the Cockrell murder trial, 
testified that he saw three gun barrels 
sticking from the courthouse window here 
when Jim Cockrell. was assassinated and 
recognized two of the assassins as Curtis 
Jett and Tom White. 


MOB OUTSTRIPS JUSTICE,

A posse was organize] in the neighbor- 
hood. Dogs tracked Cummings to his home 
and he confessed. Lynching was narrowly 
averted a* the time of the capture, 

The Solicitor Genoral of the Appling Ju- 
dicial Circuit hurried to the settlement 
where the crime was committed and guar- 
anteed a speedy trial if the negro were not 
lynched. It was thought everything had 
been arranged, and the lynching was a 
great surprise.

AN-TUNG, May 5.—Operations which 
resulted in the crossing of the Yalu by 
‘the Japanese culminated on May 1 in 
the occupation of Kiu-lien- -Cheng, on the — 
north bank of the river, opposite Wi- Ju. 

Before crossing the Japanese oceupled 
a front extending from Yong-am-pho te 
a point fifteen miles above Wi-Ju, 
whence Gen. Kuroki directed move- 
ments extending down slightly beyond 
the mouth of the river. Their left cannot 
easily be accounted for, but it is under- 
stood that it extended a long distance, « 
one detachment having crossed the river 
seventy-five miles above Wi-Ju and dis- - 
armed a body of Korean soldiers at 
Wi-Ju. 

The Yalu jis split into three streams 
by two islands which were held respect- 
ively by Russians and Japanese, the 
middle of the stream forming a barrier 
dividing the two forces. The breadth of 
the river bed opposite Wi-Ju is two 
miles. One mile above the islands ‘the 
River Ai joins the Yalu. ' There is a 
range of mountains between the islands 
culminating in a. rocky promontory, 
Tiger Hill, which juts into the bed of the 
river one mile from Wi-Ju. Between 
Tiger Hill and the Korean shore is an- 
other island, 
some miles above Wi-Ju. ‘ 

Key to the Russian Position. 

Tiger Hill and the adjoining mainland 
formed the strategic key to the Russian 
position, and its possession was essen- 
tial to the success of the Japanese plans. 
On April 28 the Japanese made the first 
occupying the island ahove 
Tiger Hill after a brisk fight, in which 
they lost nine killed and twenty-four 
wounded. 

During the day the Russians opened 
fire with field artillery from the conical 
hill of Kiu-Lien-Cheng upon a number 
of Japanese and coolies building a trés- 
tle bridge from Wi-Ju to the first island. 
Later in the day they shelled Wi-Ju for 
ten minutes, inflicting slight damage. 
The Japanese refrained from replying. 
At night, according to the Japanese, the 
Russians vacated Tiger Hill. This is an 
inexplicable step if the information is

On the night of Apri] 28 and during 
April 29 various points*some miles above 
Wi-ju were occupied. One division of

The Russians evacuated an island ad-= 
joining Kiu-Lien-Cheng 8n the 29th and 
reoceupied Tiger Hill and the néck, be- 
ing evidently aware of the crossing high- 
er up and desirous of strengthening their 
left against the development of the Jap- 
anese right. 

Japanese Artillery Opens Fire, 

In the afternoon the Japanese upon an 
island above Tiger Hill were subjected 
to a heavy rifle fire from dominating 
heights, and for the first time the Japan- 
ese used artillery. 

Two batteries to the north of Wi-ju 
Castle were employed to search the 
shores from which the Russians were fir- 
ing, and after twenty minutes-of scath- 
ing shrapnel fire had Been kept up the < 
Russians were seen laboriously climb- © 
ing the steep ascents in a vain endeavor 
to escape ae the leaden shdwers, 
Many dead and wounded were left. 

The Russian artillery at Kiu-lien- 
Cheng made ineffectual attempts to quell 
the Japanese fire, their efforts being in 
remarkable contrast to-the accuracy and 
concentration of the Japanese shooting. 

That night the concentration movement — 
on foot for some days came to a head, 
one division being already across thé 
river and the other two massed behind & 
hill a mile north of Wi-ju, protected 
from. the fire @ythe Russian guns we 
Kiu-lien-Cheng.

4 The Morning of the Battle. 

At daybreak on the 30th the scene was 
Peaceful in the extreme. Across the 
sandy bed of the Yalu meandered three 

; blue streams. Beyond the pur- 
ple Motintains of Manchuria stretched in 
an endless vista. Only on the southern 
slopes of the hills on the Korean side 
was there evidence of war. 

Dropping our gaze from far north to 
our fest, we saw the valley black with 
mem and horses, baggage and ammuni- 
tion trains—all the paraphernalia of an 
army on the move. The suggestion was 
that the army would cross the river, 
that the crossing was inevitable, and 
that the possibility of defeat did not 
enter into the Japanese calculations. 

When the rising sun lit up the hills 
opposite, the Japanese thousands 
were descried strung out in single file, 
streaming along the bridle path travers- 
ing the lower slopes as it wound in and 
out of the ravines, 


in 


Shelled by Russian Batteries. 

They gradually ascended, their object 
evidently being to occupy the heights 
commanding Tiger Hill and the ap- 
proaches. Rounding a spur, they came 
into view of the Russians on Tiger Hill 
neck and instantly were subjected to a 
heavy shrapnel fire. The Russian gun 
position was thus revealed and the Japa- 
nese batteries north of Wi-Ju opened 
fire and speedily silenced the ‘Russian 
guns. 

Meanwhile the Japanesé were steadily 
advancing, and soon hed the heights, 
whence they brought a rifle fire to bear 
upon the Russians, who eventually were 
compelled to cross the Ai and join their 
main force. 

During these operations the dramatic 
feature of the day was witnessed. The 
Russians believed the enemy possessed 


field guns only and their positions were’ 


calculated to deal with. artillery of that 
calibre alone. For the same reason they 
had taken no pains to mask their guns. 
When the Japanese opened upon them 
with several howitzer batteries they 
must have been thunderstruck. 


Russians in an Inferno. 


On the first island opposite Wi-Ju 
held by the Japanese is a belt of trees 
vividly green and fresh. From out of 
this innocent looking gem of nature came 
@ terrible rain of shell and shrapnel 
which played upon the Russian batteries 
on the conical hill, swept the men and 
guns, tore up the ground, and smashed 
the rocks. In the air around the posi- 
tion were white puffs of smoke denot- 
ing the explosion of shrapnel, while the 
hill itself, struck by shells from the 
heavy howitzers, looked like an active 
voleano belching clouds of gray-black 
smoke from a dozen different places. 

No sooner did the storm burst than 
the Russian shrapnel streamed through 
the’ air in reply to the unexpected at- 
tack. The green of the trees was ob- 


gecured by smoke of the bursting shells; 
clouds of sand dust raised by the missiles 
striking the ground floated on the wind, 
and the booming of guns and the deep, 
thundering sound of explosions filled the 
valley. 

For half an hour the Russians stuck to 
their guns manfully, but gradually their 
fire slackened and finally ceased. The 
guns had been silenced and the gunners 
were dead. An attempt had beén made 
to bring up horses to remove the guns, 
but was foiled by a fresh outburst from 
the Japanese artillery. ‘ 

The Japanese fire was then directe 
on the Russian camp and picket lines, 
creating great havoc. The Russian loss 
cannot be ascertained, but the Japanese 
casualties in this artillery duel were 
two men killed and twenty-five wound- 
ed. Trees hid their position from the 
Russians, and though we to the right 
rear saw the flash of every gun fired, 
to the Russians this was invisible. Their 
firé was directed on the belt of trees 
from which th¢ deadly hail came, but 
high-angile-fire howitzers enabled the 
Japanese to work their guns from pits 
which the Russian shrapnel, fired at 
random, rarely penetrated. 

The success of the day was with the 
Japanese, its glory with the Russians, 
who fought their guns to the bitter end. 
The skill and knowledge displayed by the 
Japanese in their use of Weapons and 
position were both lacking on the Rus- 
sinh side. 


River Crossed at Night. 


At night the Thirtieth Infantry, with 
another Japanese division, crossed the 
Yalu, followed by the Third Division. 
At daybreak on May 1 we saw them on 
thé Russian side of the river stretched 
out fn long, thin black lines, sheltered 
by depressions im the sand of the river 
bed. ‘ 

We realized slowly that the Japanese 
contemplated a frontal attack. They 
must have emerged from the cover of 
Tiger Hill and taken up position in the 
darkness. 

Before any move was made, the Jap- 
anese guns opened upon the ground be- 
hind Kiu-Lien-Cheng with shrapnel shell, 
sweeping and searching every inch of the 
ridges where the Russians were sup- 
posed to be. No Russian guns replied. 
They had departed. 

®oon the Japanese fire slackened. Then 
thé leading line upon the sand became 
animated, and slowly crept forward 
toward the base of the conical hill. It 
&dvanced for quite a long time, during 
which the suspense was painful to en- 
dure. At length came to our ears the

About thirty miles to the south is 
Hai-Cheng, where the right flank of the Russian main army is resting. Advance divi- 
sions of Kuropatkin’s command are guarding Mo-Tien Pass, on the main caravan road 
from the Yalu to Liao-Yang, and the approaches to Hai-Cheng and Mukden. 

Gen. Kuroki’s army, which beat the Russians at the Yalu, is now in force at 


Feng-Wang-Cheng, forty miles from Antung. Its advance guard has occupied Kwan- 
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ing down the wind and the sound of 
heavy musketry fire. 


First Line Melted Away. 


The line showed gaps, faltered, melted 
away, some running backward, others 
taking shelter, many mortally hurt. But 
the second line, close behind, gathered 
the remnants and swept on, followed by 
line upon line. Closing on the hill, they 
diverged to right and left, winding up 
the precipitous front and swarming up 
the sloping sides. : 

Meanwhile, at the first volley from the 
Russians, the Japanese artillery again be- 
gan to plant shells upon the ridge, rais- 
ing clouds of dust in every direction. The 
Japanese continued to climb until they 
were near the top, when they halted in 
a depression and massed to charge over 
the crest. 

Then in the very midst of the dark 
blot upon the hillside appeared two 
flashes and two enlarging clouds. It 
was another of those sickening accidents 
that occur on battlefields and have been 
too often experienced by ourselves when 
guns have been supporting an assault. 
Twenty-seven modest Japanese graves 
now occupy the spot. It was a heavy 
penalty for a slight misunderstanding, 
but worse of the same nature was to be- 
fall the Russians before long. 


Flag Bearer Defies Bullets. 


At last the rush was made and the 
Japanese flag bravely unfurled, first on 
one side then on the other, one dark 
figure racing along, defying the bullets 
of the retiring Russians to plant his 
country’s flag on the highest possible 
place. The Japanese had beaten the 
Russians in their first meeting on land 
and vindicated their claim to a place 
among the nations. 

That was all we saw. They told us 
there were 700 Japanese casualties. It 
was difficult to realize that such num- 
ber had been rendered hors de combat in 
so short a fight.: What else happened 
during the day will only- be known 
through the’ official report. 


PURSUIT OF THE RUSSIANS. 


Too Eager to Wait for Their Guns 
Japanese Attacked with Bayonets.

AN-TUNG, May 6.—The capture of the 
Russian position at Kiu-Lien-Cheng re- 
vealed that the Russians had been una- 
ble to remove eight of their guns, owing, 
it is believed, to lack of horses, which 
shows the deadliness of the fire of the 
Japanese directed against the Russian 
picketing lines the previous day. 

Evidently the Russians anticipated 
more deliberation on the part of the en- 
emy, whose dashing onslaught forced 
them to retire and leave these coveted 
trophies of war. 

Hardly had the Japanese scaled the 
position of Liu-Lien-Cheng than the re- 
serves, two divisions of which hitherto 
had taken no~part in the proceedings, 
were set in motion. Both bodies of men, 
accompanied by mountain guns, hurried 
to right and left of the Peking road with 
the intention of cutting off the retreat 
of the defeated Russians. The reserves 
and the remaining, division followed 
more leisurely, employing delaying tac- 
tics. 


Ran Ahead of Their Guns. 


Fearful of losing the fray, the flank- 
ing bodies in their haste outstripped their 
guns and after advancing parallel to the 
road until abreast of the retiring enemy, 
suddenly closed ih, completely surprising 
the Russians, who were forced to take 
up a defensive position at Hoh-Mu- 
Tang. The body following up the rear 
quickenéd its movements and all three 
simultaneously engaged the Russians. 

A desperate fight ensued, the Russians 
at short range using their guns with 
deadly effect. The Japanese greatly 
outhumbéred their opponents and in- 


flicted terrible losses with their rifle 
fire. ' 
Without guns, the Japanese might well 
have retired and waited support, but the 
men, jealous of the laurels earned by 
their comrades earlier in the day, were 
wild to get at the enemy. With’ loud 
cheers all three bodies, with bayonets 
fixed, charged the Russian position in 
almost solid masses. : \ 


Hoisted the White Flag. 


Such impetuosity, backed by superior 
numbers, could not be withstood, and 
the Russians hoisted a white flag in 
token ‘of surrender. With the Russians 
were twenty guns, all of which fell into 
the hands of the Japanese. Twenty of- 
ficers were taken prisoners and 400 men, 
more than half of them wounded, The 
Japanese estimated their casualties in 
this short fight at 300. The “Russians 
must have lost treble that number. 

The latest figures of the casualties and 
captures on May 1,state that the Jap- 
anese losses were: Killed, 5 officers and 
160 men; wounded, 29 officers and 666 
men; total, 860. So far as the Russians 
are concerned, 1,362 dead bodies were 
buried by the Japanese, while 475 
wounded are in the Japanese hospital. 
The captures were 28 guns, 20 officers, 
and 138 men in addition to the wounded. 


Distribution of Russian Army. 


The distribution of the Russian force 
which had its centre at Kiu-Lien-Cheng 
has been ascertained to have been, ap- 
proximately: 2,000 west of An-Tung, 
2,000 at An-Tung, and 5,000 at Kiu- 
Lien-Cheng. Russians who are known 
to have occupied various points on the 
Yalu above Kiu-Lien-Cheng took no part 
in the operations described, nor did any 
of those below Kiu-Lien-Cheng. 

While the remarkable victory rests 
with the Japanese, the fact remains that 
they outnumbered the enemy nearly ten 
to one, and must necessarily have effect- 
ed the crossing and scored a succéss. 
But that they should have inflicted a 
calamitous defeat upon the Russians 
beyond all prediction is accounted for by 


the fact that the Russian methods, guns, 
and rifles are old-fashioned. 

With the Japanesé no fault can be 
found, except that they achieved results 
at great expense which might have been 
secured more. cheaply. 

A demonstration in front of Kiu-Lien- 
Cheng, which might have been accom- 
plished with little loss, would have held 
the Russians and permitted a flanking 
movement on a wider and larger scale, 
while a similar one actually took place 
on the Russian left. ' 

Seeing they were in possession of Ti- 
ger Hill, such a move on the part of the 
Japanese would have been perfectly 
practicable, considering the number of 
men and guns at their disposal. 

Two factors doubtless influenced them 
—one the necessity of giving the army 
clamorous to emulate the deeds of their 
naval brethren an opportunity to earn 
distinction; the other the political expe- 
diency of inflicting a stunning blow upon 
the enemy and demonstrating at one and 
the same time their ability to cope with 
Européan troops at close quarters. These 
objects have been achieved with the loss 
of 900 men, three fourths of whom’ will 
soon be fit again, though. 

The fighting strength of the Russian 
forces in the Far East has been impaired 
infinitesimally, for many of the guns 
captured were old, and it is assumed that 
they are well furnished with modern 
weapons. The moral effect on the Rus- 
sian army will be tremendous. They 
realize that the Japanese soldier is not 
an object of contempt, but an equal, 
bold and relentless in war. This will 
not be without effect on the ill-paid Rus- 
sian soldier, who is almost half q slave. 
The Japanese have ealculated upon this 
effect. 


Chinese Robbed the Dead. 
On the night of the ist inst. the Japa- 


nese headquarters encamped at Kiu- 
Lien-Cheng. The troops, after the hard

from the Russian base. 


A large portion of Gen. Kuroki’s army has been diverted up the Ai Valley, on the 
road to Mukden.

Part of the Japanese second army or third army has been landed at Taku-Shan, 
and is believed to have occupied Siu-Yen, thirty-five miles away on the road to Hai-

probably seek to strike the right flank of the Russian Army, and drive it back on 
Liao-Yang at the same time that Kuroki struck the Russians from the direction of 


Mo-Tien Pass.

The Japanese, greatly enraged, are es-

On May 2 the Japanese patrol brought 
word that on the previous night at 
Fang-Hen-Cheng two Russian parties 
met in the dark and, each mistaking the 
other for the enemy, 4 furious fight en- 
sued, which lasted until daylight, when 
the: Russians’ discovered’ their grievous 
error. 

How the Mistake Oe¢curred. 

It appears they were rear flanking par- 
ties retiring on the main Russian force 
and had narrowly escaped -being in- 
cluded in the net which the Japanese 
had thrown around the rear guard. Una- 
ble to join their comrades by daylight, 
they essayed by night to effect a junc- 
tion, going across country and marching 
over hills, which in the dark was im- 
practicable. 

Unfortunately, one party, which had 
found the road and was making for the 
Russian camp, heard another party 
scrambling over the rocks and opened 
fire in the direction of the noise with 
the unhappy result recorded. During 
this fight, which was circumstantially 
reported to the Japanese by Chinese, 110 
Russians were killed and “70 wounded. 
In support of these statements the Chi- 
nese pointed out the graves whery the 
Russians buried their dead, and ‘there 
seems to be no reason to doubt the sub- 


stantial truth of the story. 


KUROKI PUSHING FORWARD. 


His Advance Guard Well Toward Liao- 
Yang—Several Skirmishes. 
ST. PRTERSBURG, May 15.—Lieut. Gen. 


Sakharoff has sent the following report to 
the General Staff, dated Liao-Yang, May 


14: , 


“The enemy’s advance guard on May 12 
reached Touinteou, on the road between 
Feng-Wang-Cheng and Liao-Yang. Our 
two sotnias of Cossacks retired toward the 
village of Kantsaendiantig. 

“A Japanese force of three battalions of 
infantry, ten guns, and two squadrons of 
cavalry, from Seludtchan, on the road tu 
Mo-Tien Pass, was on May 11 in Tafanoon.

“ Our scouts ascertained that a Japanese 
ferece of two regiments of infantry, eight 
guns, and three squadrons of cavalry had 
approached Lindiapoutse and Errtaufan.

TROOPS BATTLE WITH BANDITS 


Outlaws Attack, Russian Soldiers Near 
Liao-Yang and. Are Defeated— 
Fifty Baridits Killed.

LIAO-YANG;, Saturday, May 14, (De- 
layed.)—Chinese bandits are becoming bold- 
er and are causing considerable trouble to 
the Russian: outposts, A: swarm of the 
bandits at noo of Mey 13 attacked the coal 
mines on the ‘branch line east of Yantai 
station, ten miles north of Liao-Yang. 

The mines, which supply the whole rail- 
road, were guarded by 200 riflemen and 100 
Cossacks. In a fierce fight the Russians re- 
pelled the bandits and then charged theth, 
the bandits fleeing to the hills and to 
three neighboring villages. The troops sur- 
rounded the villages and demandéd the 


surrender of the bandits. ‘The surrender 
Was at first refused, but fearing that the 
Russians would destroy their humes, the 
villagers finally revealed the hiding places 
of the fugitives. The bandits fought with 
the desperation of trapped rats, and fifty 
of them were speared and killed. 
Russians suffered no loss. 

Among sevefiteen prisoners taken by the 
troops were two Japanese officers who had 
escaped wom the Russians, .One of the 
bandits taken prisoner confeSsed that the 
bandits had been hired by the Japanese, 
whom they were supplying with informa- 


tion.

KUROPATKIN LAUDS JAPANESE, 


Russian General Says He’s Proud to 
Meet Such a Foe. 


LIAO-YANG, May 14; (Delayed.)—The 
Japanese army in Southern Manchuria is 
marching slowly, evidently being desirous 
of remaining ih close touch with the re- 
serves. The movement is aimed partly at 
Hai-Cheng, but chiefly at Liao-Yang. The 
Japanaese ‘main force is only forty miles 
from Liao-Yang. 

The Russian troops are in excellent health 
ahd ree and anxious to do duty. The 
inspiring sounds of the Russiarr soldiers’ 
‘choral songs, re-echoed through Liaoc-Yang 
the whole day, varied by the music of the 
bands of fresh arriving regimetits. 

Gén. Kuropatkin, while. making an in- 
spection of the_hospitals, said to. a. wound- 
ed Japanese guardsman: 

“I visited your country and saw your 
active people. Now I am convinced that 
you are excellent soldiers, and I-am proud 
‘to meet such a foe.” To this the Guards- 
man replied: 

** My nation. wanted war and will fight to 
the last; but it is Japan’s luck that Russia 
is invulnerable here.’’ 

The. Japanese officers who were shot 
here as spies bequeathed $500 to the Rus- 
sian Red Cross in consideration of their 
kind treatment. 


RUSSIAN RAIDERS IN KOREA. 


Cossacks Foraging on the Country— 
Natives Flee in Terror. 


SEOUL, May 15.—The Prefect of Tok- 
Chong, & town two days’ march northeast 
of Af-ju, reports that 700 Cossacks arrived 
there the afternoon of May 8 and command- 
eered provisions, forage, and native ponies, 
and in several instances seized money. The 
villagers fled to thé hills. 

On the morning of May 9 the Russians ad- 
vanced to Karchong, from which place they 
assailed An-ju. They attacked the women, 
broke open. the local jail, freed the prison- 
ers, and kidnapped the jaller-and the village 
headsman, 


RUSSIAN PAPER PUNISHED. 


The Viedomosti Published a Letter from

ST. PETERSBURG, May 15.—The street 
sales of the Viedomosti have been suspend- 
ed because of the publication of a letter 
from M. Amfiteatroff on Siberian coloniza- 
tioh May 12. 


It was announced from St. Petersburg 
May 12 that M. Amfiteatroff, the author of 
an article in the Viedomosti.on the subject 
of Siberian colonization, had been banished 
for six months to thé Province of Vologda, 
from which he fteturned three months age 
after serving a sentence for writing “ The 
Land of the O®namoffs,” meaning “ swin- 
diers,”” a play on “ Romanoffs.’’

Some of those who saw “the Island” 
yesterday found it hard to realize that 
Coney, now ablaze with myriads of electric 
lights and filled with® so many -different 
amusement resorts that a single day is not 
jlong enough for the seeing of them, was 
but a primitive collection of the rudest 
bathhouses and wooden hotels and shanty- 
like dance halls only twenty-five Years ago. 

Yet in the throngs that have traveled 
thither within the last two days there have 
been not a few whose joys were reminis- 
cent of the days when Judge “ Mike” Nor- 
ton, “Big Mike’’ Murray, then owner of 
the finest gambling house in New York, and 
**Jim’’ Barclay were the trio that con- 
trolled the whole west of the island. They 
, were the days when the only ways to reach 
Coney were by the two sidewheel ,steam- 
boats, the Idlewild and the Rosedale, or 
“by a trip to the Town of Sheepshead and 
thence across the boardwalk over the inlet,

ride on aldtlapidated horse car. 

Judge Norton, having sprung from the 
Eighth Ward, fought in the war, and devel- 
oped into a picturesque judicial light, joined 
Big Mike” Murray, whose gambling 

guse was in Efghth Street, just east of 
Broadway, !n acquirtng the west end of 
the island—the gection now kngwn as Sea 
Gate. Norton’s Point, the western projec-

resort for New Yorkers then as it is now,

“lid,” and it knew not McAdoo. No con- 
stable would have dared to interfere with a 
Sunday drink or to have dictated the 
“jJength of skirts for a a concert ”’ 
performance. 

athe island was diviaded’ naturally into 
three parts in those days. The west end of 
Norton and Murray, who had “ Jim” Bar- 
clay and his ever-present buttonhlble nose- 
gay as their associate, was lined with rude 
bathing pavilions. The beach was noted as 
ihe finest anywhere around, and not far 
away, back of the ®atlhouses, were con- 
venient places for refreshments. A_ good 
square meal, by the way, was procurable 
under the reign of Norton and Murray, and 
the drinks were not altogether bad. Nor- 
ten had nad the reputation of a terror in 
“de Ate’’ when he was young, but the 
heights of a Judgeship turned him into 
what was later deseribed as “a preity godd 
citizen.’’

“Chucking ’’ balls at negroes’ heads and 
other diversions of that variety are as old 
as Coney itself, though perhaps there were 
not. so many of them then as later. Bath- 
ing was as popular as now, and with more 
reason, for the beach wast the cleanest to 
be found, and = was plenty of room for 
everybody te ehjoy it. 

Over at the east end of the island there 
has been even more change than else- 
where. The area now occupied by the Man- 
hattan Beach and Oriental Hotels was a 
desert in Norton’s time. There was noth- 
ing there e except sand dunes. 


OUR ‘CRUISER AT AT CHEFOO. 


The New Orteans Arriv Arrives There with 
Admiral Stirling Aboard. 


CHE-FOO, May 15.—The United States 
cruiser New Orleans, with Rear Admiral 
Stirling on board, arrived to-d from 
Shanghai, Her orders were simply to come 
to Ché-Foo. Re&r Admiral Stirling said the 
reason for his coming and his future move- 
ments were unknown to him. 

In view of the previous order that no 
ships should come north of Shanghai, the 
movement of the New Orleans is consid- 
ered significant here. One interpretation 
of the arrival of the cruiser is that the 
<Ajnited States will insist upon the neutral- 
ity. of Niu-Chwang when the Russians 
evacuate that place. The New Orleans is 
too large to ascend the Liao River. 


The cruiser New Orleans is at Che-Foo in 
accordance with a recent order forwarded 
from Washington to Rear Admiral Cooper, 
Commander in Chief of the Asiatic Squad- 
ron. Owing to the danger threatening 
Niu-Chwang from hordes of bandits, who 
are awaiting the departure of the Russians 
to -begin depredations, it was deeméd ad- 
visable to protect American and other for- 
eign interests until the Japanese arrival. 
A cruiser and a gunboat were according’ 
ordered to Che-Foo to hold themselves in 
readiness for service at Niu-Chwang.

‘“‘From reports I have received from Ken- 
tucky, the situation:there is not satisfac- 
tory from a Democratic standpoint, and I 
feel that I ought to be in the State.’

NIAGARA POWER BILL 


Says Measure Would Not Recom- 
pense State for Privileges. 


TO GUARD BEAUTY OF FALLS 


Governor Says Legislature Should Take 
Steps to Protect Niagara Further— 
30-Day Period Has Expired. 


ALBANY, May 15.—Gov. Odell to-night 
announced his disapproval 6f the bill of 
Assemblyman Thompson, extending the 
time for beginning work by, and also: en- 
larging the scope and powers of, the 
Niagara, Lockport and\Ontario Power Com- 
pany. The veto was fully expected as an- 
nounced last night, and was accompanied 
by @ memorandum explaining it. 

In ‘his memorandum the Governor says 
that, while the bill is ‘desired by the 
immediate locality concerned, he is con- 
vinced that throughout the State it is 
@lmost universally disapproved. He sum- 
marigzges the history of the corporation 
since "1894, when the company was char- 
tered by special act “to furnish pure and 
wholesome water for domestic purposes to 
the City of Lockport, as well as to gen- 
erate-and sell electricity in the Counties of 
Niagara, Orleans, and Erie,”’ and remarks 
that the time in which work was to have 
begun has about elapsed “without ad- 
vantage having been taken of the valuable 
rights conferred by the original act.” 

It is now proposed, he points out, to 
eliminate the water supply feature, and ex- 
tend to all. the counties of the State the | 
right to sell electric and hydraulic power, { 
with very broad powers of condemnation 
and few restrictions or safeguards, and 
without in any way exacting compensa- 
tin. There is nothing, he says, to pre 
vent the sale of this charter to a compet- 
ing company, and therefore competition is 
not assured. 

“The plea that other corporations are en- 
Joying similar privileges to those which this 
bill seeks to bestow is no justification,” 
the Gévenor says, “‘ for the continuance of 
policies which dissipate the rights of either 
the State or the municipalities. That gov- 
érnmental policy which does not respect 
“he expressed will of our citizens in rela- 
tion to both safeguarding their rights and 
exacting compensation for them is sure to 
meet with just criticism and disapproval. 

“That these privileges are valuable is 
beyond question, and that the State has the 
r right to demand a proper recompense for 
them, therefore, should never be lost sight 


of. That this proposed act does not take 
cognizence of these facts makes it, in my 
mind, undesirable legislation.” |, 

Gov. Odell calls attention to’ the wide- 
Spread solicitude, expressed in rotests 
from all over the Union, as to peril to the 
beauty of Niagara Falls.. On the question 
of threatened damage to’ the falls, he says, 
there is wide -difference. of opinion. “‘If 
the result, however, would be less harm- 
ful,”’ says the»Governor, “than those who 
seek for the: preservation of ‘the falls hbe- 
lieve, it certainly would.lead, or, rather, 
be an exeuse for other companies that 
would in the end produce the results which 
are feared’ 

“The . Legislature. should protect the } 
Falls, rather than increase the menace to 
which I have referred, by restricting those 
corporations. which are already in ‘posses- 
sion, by compelling the removal of obstruc- | 
tions and unsightly structures ‘which mar 
the beduty of Niegara.”’

ODELL SPRINGS A SURPRISE. 


Approves Bill for New York Reception 
Insane Hospital After Disapproving It. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, May 15.—One of the. surprises 
which came out of the legislative chamber 
to-day was the approval by the Governonof 
Senator Foley’s bill authorizing the City of 
New York to acquire a site and to lease it 
t6 the State for the establishment thereon 
of a reception hospital for the insane, and 
authorizing the State Commission in Lu- 
nacy to erect such a hospital. Gov. Odell 
had feared that the bill carried with it an 
appropriation of $300,000. 

On Saturday Dr. Samuel B. Ward la- 
bored with the Governor for an hour ex- 
plaining the necessity of a detention hos- 
pital in New York City, and assured the 
Governor that the purport of the bill was 
simply to authorize the city to acquire a 


site. Dr. Ward departed convinced that 
the bil] would be vetoed or allowed to die. 

Dr. Ward explained to the Governor that 
permanent mental derangement could often 
be laid to the first place ¥ detention an 
insane person is taken to. esterday there 
came out in the omnibus veto the state- 
ment that the Governor had, disapproved 
of this bill of Senator Foley. o-day’s act, 
therefore, came as a surprise. 


PORTO RICO IN CONVENTION, 


Island Will Have Representation in Re- 
publican Gathering.

The sub-committee has acted favorably, 
and, in accordance with its recommenda- 
tion, two delegates from Porto Rico will be 


placed on the roll of the convention, which 
will be made up by Secretary Dover. 

Mr. Dover has been notified that Robert | 
H. Todd and José A, Gomez Brioso have 
been chosen principals, and Santiago Yeve | 
and Pedro Juan Besosa alternates, “Mr. 
Todd is the Mayor of San Juan. 


SHAW AT IOWA CONVENTION, 


Secretary Believed to Bear 
from the President. 


DES MOINES, Iowa., May 15.—Secretaryv 
Shaw was among the first contingent of 
politicians arriving to-night for next 
Wednesday’s Republican State Convention. 

There is eonsiderable gossip concerning 
Seeretary Shaw’s presence at the conven- 
tion, and it is believed that he’is the bea?- 
er of an important message to Iowa Re- 
publicans. It is believed he comes as a 
representative of the President.

The 
grounds consist of seyenty acres, and @ 
large part of these are already under culti-. 
vation. More than 2,500 grape vines have 
been planted, and cattle and horses in- 
stalled. There are. also several hundred 
fruit trees, designed to provide a revenue 
for thé maintenarice of the order. Al- 
though a Superintendent has been engaged 
to oversee the farming, the fathers them- 
selves will help till the soil and reap the 
harvests, 

The monastery 's built from designs by 
Henry Vai , the Boston ecclesiastical 
architect. There is a common room for 
the professed fathers and one for the nov- 
ices. There is also a common room for 
guests. Besides the large chapel, which 
will be used for the regular services, there 
are in the basement four small chapels. A 
rule of the order provides that, ‘so far as 
possible, provision is to be made that each 
priest may be able to celebrate fhe Holy 
Eucharist daily.” Bach of the fathers has 
a room or cell for his own use. A cloiser 
100 feet long runs a)most the entire length 
of the east front of the building. 

The Order of the Holy Cross was founded 
in New York City in 1880 as a religious 
community of priests. Vows of poverty, 
chasity, and obedience were required to be 
taken, and the members are at all times 
subject to the rule of a Superior, The 
‘first member to take the vows was the 
Rev. J. O. 8. Huntington, son of the Bishop 
of Central New York. Father Huntington 
is the present Superior of the order, He 
was professed by the Bishap of New York 
in 1884. The firét work'of the order was 
in conducting the Mis8ion of the Holy 
Cross, on the lower east side of New York, 
among German immigrants. 

The work of the fathers prospefed, -but 
in 1889 the order severed its connéction 
with the mission. In that year there oc- 
curred the strike in the Illinois coal fields, 
when thousands of miners were thrown out 
of work and many were starving and in 
want. Father Huntington left immediately. 
for the coal fields. Among the~men, at 
their meetings, with their leaders, Fa- 


ther Huntington labored and counseled. for 
‘moderation, and finally the Strike was de- 
clared off and the men returned to work. 

For the past twelve years, and.up to its 
removal to West Park, the order has u- 
pied a house at Westminster, Md., present- 
ed by Miss Lucretia E. Van Bibber. At 
present the order numbers six fully pro- 
fessed fathers. In connection with it are 
various circles of rsons. Firat are the 
oblates, boys who have been placed under 
the control of the order by their parents 
or legal guardians. Their dedication to the 
order is the act.of.their parents, to be 
ratified ay them if they desire'when they 
arrive at legal age. *'y ‘ 

Working in association with the order is 
composed of fifteen priests 
pledged to a life of celibacy and known as 
the Society of Oblates of Mount Calvary. 
These do.not live in community, but are 
doing work in various places. There 
are eighteen other priests, not for- 
mally 
also live ‘under the rules laid down 
the order, except that they are not-bound 
to celibacy. 

Of lay associates, men and women, there 
is a yen! numberi about 600, known 
as the Confraternity of the Christian Life. 
They follow a simple rule of life, and re- 
pert to the order once a year, Lastly, 

ere is & smaller society, the Confraternity 
of the Love of God, with special features 
ef devotion and a stricter rule of life. 

The professed fathers wear a habit con- 
sisting of a long white cloak, with a black 
girdle around the waist, to which is at- 
tached a black wooden cross. For travel- 
ing the habit is changed to black. , 

He dedication ceremonies Thursday will 
begin on. the arrival of two special trains 
from New York. It is expected that more 
than eighty of the Bishops and pridgts of 
the Church will be present, and deputations 
from organizations and sisterhoods. If the 
weather be the exercises will be held 
on the lawn in front of the monastery. 


LAXITY IN CHURCH-GOING. 


Christianity Against Human Nature the 
Reason Suggested by Minister. 


The Rev. t. M. Haldeman, pastor of the 
First Baptist Church, Broadway and Sev- 
enty-first Street, yesterday preached on 
the questjon “Why do not young men go 
to. church?” The,.rising generation, he 
admitted, was not Aomposed of church- 
goers, young men being especially lax in 
th® observance of religious duties. He de- 
nied, however, that the reason for this non- 
attendance was to be found in the sup- 
posed conflict of science and the Bible. 
Primarily, people did not go to church be- 
cause the central idea of Christianity was 
in direct antagonism to human nature. 

Christianity, Dr. Haldeman said, meant 
the dethronement of self and the enthrone- 
ment of Ged in the soul. If every miracle 
in the Bible, the doctrine of blood atone- 
ment and the necessity for regeneration, 
could be made to conform to the ideas and 
assértions of scientists, the natural man 
wohid still revolt against the surrender of 


self. The Church, hs said, should realize 
the truth of these conditions, but it should 
not be assumed that the failure of the 
people to respond to her message of grace 
was due to any failure on her part. The 
Churck must not cater to the natural man, 
but should deliver her message without 
apology or compromise, resting assured that 
ake is the ambassador of God.

NEW LUTHERAN CHURCH 
CONSECRATION SERVICE 


Four Days’ Celebration in Holy 
Trinity, in Central Park West. 


COST OF BUILDING, $350,000 


Of Thirteenth Century Gothic Style, and 
Designed After the Plan of La 
Sainte Chapelle, in Paris. 


The Evangelical Lutheran Church of the 
Holy Trinity, at Central Park West and 
Sixty-fifth Street, was consecrated yes- 
terday afterrmoon. The church ‘was crowd- 
ed even to the organ loft with the 690 
members, their friends, and well-wishers, 
and many who ‘sought admission were 
turned away. Among those who had seats 
of honor were the é¢leven survivors of the 
eighty original. members, In celebration 
of the completion of the church edifice, a 
four-day celebration was arranged, the 
services being of the most simple character. 

The Church of the Holy Trinity was or- 
ganized in 1868. Its old home, in Twerty- 
first Street, was bought from the Dutch 
Reformed congregation, the price paid be- 
ing $60,000, It was used until February, 
1902,.and was then sold for $200,000. For a 
year and a-half. the congregation wor- 
shipped in the auditorium of, the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, in West Fifty- 
seventh Street. 

The new building, which with the ground 
cost $350,000, ‘was begun in June, 1902, bit 
was Melayed by labor troubles. The are ‘- 
tecture is of the thirteenth century Gu: ‘¢ 
style. The building resembles La Sainte 
Chapelle of Paris, but the structure’ is al- 
most entirely of steel, including its two 
towers and‘steeple; The roof is supported 
by graceful arches resting on columns of 
green marble. 

The first service in the new ohurch began 
at 11 o’clock in the morning. The last 
sermon in the old church building in Twen- 
ty-first Street was delivered by the Rev. 
Dr, G. F. Krotel, who at that time was 


the pastor of the congregation, and it had' 


been planned to have the first sermon in 
the new building also from their former 
leader, but owing to an indisposition Dr. 
Krotel, who was present, was unable to 
take an active part in the service, and the 
sermon was delivered by, the present pastor, 


the, Rev. C. A. Miller,’ ‘The musical pro- 
amme was prepared by Emanuel 
camask, the organist and director of the 
choir, 
The consecration service was .in_ the 
afternoon. The Rev. Dr. J. I. Miller of 
Summit, N. J.; the Rev. F. C. Krapf of 
Elizabeth, N. J., and the Rev. Paul’ G, 
Krutzky of New Rochelle, N. Y., assisted. 
The pastors and the officers of the congre- 
gation entered the church carrying with 
them the communion vessels of silver, and 
the Rev. W. Bacher, President of the 
Synod of New York and New England, 
read the consecration prayer. He made 
atulation on’ the com- 
letion and Gedication of the church. The 
ev. H. EB. Jacobs in his sermon emphasized 
the fact that the church was not only a 
lace of worship and the spiritual home of 
ts fiock, but‘also that it was a landmark 
to call to the attention of the hurrying 
crowds that there was something higher 
than worldly gain.

MORALS BEHIND INTELLECT. 


Dr. Hillis Says the Nation Is Waning in 
Manhood. 

The Rev. Dr. Newell Dwight Fiillis, 
preaching yesterday morning in Plymotth 
Church, Brooklyn, declared that the morals 
of the race were not keeping pace with its 
intellectuality, and that the Nation would 
do well to give up half its wisdom for some 
advance in moral literacy. 

“The method of testing whether a na- 
tion is waxing or waning in manhood is a 
simple method. God says that a nation 
piles up the clouds of a coming storm. 
Not simply is it a sign of individual, eccle- 
siastieal, and natiorial decay for a people 
to emphasize things and forget men, but 
also when the stholarship of the mind and 
intellect is far ahead of the morals of the 
heart and conscience. 

“We know much about cocaine, mor- 
phine, and opium, but when a druggist tells 
us that he sells $300 worth of cocaine and 
morphine to women every month, we woul 
trade off half our knowledge of nature for 
obedience té the laws of nature. 

“In 1849 Carlyle stood up and hurled 
thufiderbolts at England’s economic sys- 
tem. England scoffed at him. He said that 
they weré making men into industrial ma- 
chines; that they had forgotten the neces- 
sity of strength.

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COLLEGE CHAMPIONSHIPS. 


Outlook for Annual Athletic Meet at 
Philadelphia Next Week. 


Although it is somewhat ‘early to esti- 
mate the merits of proposed contenders 
for the championships of the Intercollegiate 
Athletic Associatioh, which are to be held 
at Franklin Field, Philadelphia, on May 27 
and 28, a pretty good idea can be formed as 
to their capabilities after the dual meet be- 
tween Harvard and Yale next Saturday. 
In the 100-yard dash the entry list is head- 
ed by Arthur Duffey, with a record of 
0:00 8-5, the best ever made by an amateur, 
Then come Shick of Harvard and Sears of 
Cornell, both with marks of 0:09 4-5. Then 
follow Love and Torrey of Yale, Dear and 
Cartniell of Pennsylvania, and Thompson 
of Amherst, who are credited with cover- 
ing the distance in ten seconds in open 
events. There will be at least a dozen or 
more to start, from which a dark horse 
may be unearthed. 

With the exception of Duffey, who does 
not favor any distance longer than 100 
yards, the men mentioned for the hundred 
will be found in the 220-yard, along with 
Long of Yale, Hudson of Pennsylvania, 
and Levintritt of Columbia. Long has been 
running the distance very fast this year, 
and Scars, Shick, Dear, and Cartniell have 
all done better than 0:22. The 440-yard 
and half-mile runs will bring out a strong 
field In the latter event Parsons of Yale 
is the fuvorite, because of the fast time 
he made at Buffalo, when he ran the half 
in 1:54 3-5. 

The one-mile run has a good entry. Cald- 
weli and Williams are the only ones who 
have done under 4:30, but Chapin of Prince- 
ton, Alcott of Yale, Fulton of Columbia, 
Smith avd Munson of Cornell,¢ and Gunn 
of Pennsylvania may approach the figures. 
The two-mile run, it is thought, will be 
won by Schutt, the champion and record 
holder, but Hall of Yale is looked upon as 
a dark horse. Clapp of Yale, it is thought, 
will duplicate his last year’s performances, 
when he won both the 120 and 220 yard 
hurdle events. He will have in the field 
against him, however, Ashburner of Cor- 
nell and Amsler of Pennsylvania, who are 
very fast. If Leavitt is at Williams Col- 
lege, as he is said to be, he may give 
Clapp a hard race. Cairns of Cornell, Lowe 
of Syracuse, and Vietor of Yale have all 
beaten six feet in the high jump this year. 

The broad jump is en open event, and 
promises to be of a high class. Sheffield 
of Yale heads the jist, with 23 feet 1% 
inches. Hubbard of Amherst, the present 
champion, has covered 22 feet 6% inches. 
McLanahan of Yale, with a world’s record 
of 12 feet, is, of course, the favorite for the 
pole vault. It is believed, however, that 
he will have to work hard to win, as Gard- 
ner, the present champion, has vaulted 11 
feet, 7 inches, and Behr and Cooke of Yale 
11 feet 6 inches. 

De Witt and Shevlin will be the chief con- 
testants in the hammer throw, and the 
winner is expected to do close to 170 feet. 
Glass of Yale is likely to have an easy 
victory in putting the shot. He-is anxious 
to make a new intercollegiate record, and 
should do it handily.

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THE JAPANESE BOND SUBSCRIPTION. 

It is not in the least surprising that the 
offer of $25,000,000 of Japanese bonds 
upon the New York market should have 
elicited subscriptions to seven times that 
amount. In the first place, the bonds 
are a fine investment. They pay 6 per 
cent, interest, and were offered to Amer- 
ican subscribers at 93%. This makes 
the cost of a one-hundred-pound bond 
$463.18, on which the annual interest at 
6 per cent., reckoning $4.88 to the pound 
stefling, would be $29.28, or a little more 
than 6.3 per cent. The bonds are se- 
cured, both as to principal and interest, 
by the stipulation that they shall be a 
first charge upon the Imperial Japanese 
customs receipts, and the Japanese Gov- 
ernment is to pay into banks in Hong- 
kong and Yokohama each month one- 
twelfth part of the sum required for the 
annual interest payment. Being secure 
beyond question and yielding this high 
rate of interest, it was evident in ad- 
vance that the loan would be attractive. 

In the second place, sentiment was 
brought into play, The American people 
sympathize heartily with the Japanese 
in their efforts to resist the march of 
Russian aggression in the Far East. The 
letters received by the, bond syndicate 
from small subsoribers reflect this feel- 
ing. In subscribing to this Japanese 
loan, therefore, the American investor 
experienced the double joy of putting out 
his money at a higher rate of interest 
and of expressing his sympathy for a 
gallant people bravely making war 
against a mighty foe. 

Some surprise has been expressed that 
Japan should have offered these rather 
extraordinary terms. To sell a 6 per 
cent. bond below par and to pledge cus- 
toms revenues as a security would be 
taken as an indication of poor credit. But 
Japan's credit is good. We presume she 
might have sold her bonds at a higher 
figure, or at a lower rate of interest. 
But the statesmen of Japan are exceed- 
ingly wise. They were more desirous, we 
imaging, that this loan in America 
should succeed beyond all question than 
that it should succeed on the best pos- 
sible terms. They know it to be a good 
thing for them that a large number of 
Americans should be interested in their 
National affairs, their welfare, and their 
prosperity. If we hold their bonds we 
are interested in them. We are probably 
rather more likely to be actuated by 
friendly sentiments. Japan wants to en- 
joy the esteem and the respect of the 
civilized world. She is more likely to 
realize that desire if the people of other 
nations become interested in her public 
stock. It was good statesmanship to 
make this first loan attractive to Ameri- 
can investors. 


THE POOLROOM FARCE. 

In the poolroom controversy both sides 
are “sparring for points."”" No poolrooms 
will be closed until the Western Union 
Telegraph Company exhibits a higher de- 
gree of morality or the District Attorney 
and the Commissioner of Police more 
sense and judgment. 

The public has no confidence whatever 
in the Western Union’s profession of 2 
desire to be supplied with information by 
Mr. JEROME and Mr. McApoo in orde1 
that it may withdraw from the poolroom 
business. It has the information now. It 
knows perfectly well where the pool- 
rooms are, It will not ‘withdraw its 
wires, first, because the business is ex- 
ceedingly profitable and the loss of it 
would make a big difference in the com- 
pany’s annual receipts; and, second, be- 
cause Capt, GODDARD, Commissioner Mc- 
Apoo, and District Attorney JEROME 
have so mercilessly exposed the com- 
pany’s collusive relation to the poolroom 
gambling that a resolve to lead a better 
life now involves the explicit confession 
of having led an evil one in the past. 
Sinners and the presumably righteous 
ate alike in finding that sort of thing 
distasteful. 

- We should by no means feel warranted 
in saying that the public has no confi- 
Gence in the desire of the District At- 
torney and the Police Commissioner to 
close the poolrooms. But we do think 
that the public is becoming not a little 
disgusted with the controversy now rag: 
ing, and that it will soon feel inclined to 
invoke the proverbial plague upon both 
their houses. The ‘public cannot be 
fooled by talk. It knows perfectly well 
that the officers of the law can find evi- 
@ence against and close the poolrooms 
with or without the help of the Western 
Union Company, It knows that Mr. Mc- 
ApOooO can get some poolrooms closed by 
accepting the offer of the Western 
Union's President. Why doesn’t he do it? 
It is absurd for him to impute to Col. 
CLowry as the motive of his offer a de- 
sire to get at the police ist of poolrooms 


in order that he may learn of the places 


that: are stealing the Western 
service, It is something worse than ab- 
surd for Capt. Gopparp to tell the re- 
porters that proceedings may be had to 
forfeit the charter of the Western Union 
or for the indictment of its Directors. 
There is a law which forbids the selling 
of pools on races, Pools are sold in the 
poolrooms. There is where the crime is 
committed—there can be no doubt about 
that. Capt. Gopparp knows that there 
is doubt, grave doubt, whether the West- 
ern Union Directors could be proceeded 
against criminally because their subor- 
dinates have supplied the wires and the 
dispatches which make it possible for the 
poolroom crime to be committed. Of 
course he knows that the Western 
Union’s charter is not in question at all. 

All this talk merely makes the fog 
thicker around the main question in 
which the public is interested—the ques- 
tion why the poolrooms are not closed. 
The police and the prosecuting officers of 
the City and County of New York are 
fighting the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, and the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company is fighting them, No- 
body is fighting the poolrooms. After 
reading the resolutions adopted by the 
Western Union’s Executive Committee 
the other day the public can expect noth- 
ing from that corporation, From the of- 
ficers of the law it has a right to ex- 
pect actual and effective work for the 
punishment of the actual criminals, for 
the suppression of their business, and 
for the ending of a scandal which is get- 
ting to be more scandalous with every 
day’s prolongation of this fruitless and 
purposeless wrangle. 

BUSINESS IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

Recent mail advices from England 
confirm the general fact that during the 
past ‘few weeks there hag been /some- 


thing like a trade revival throughout ; 


Great Britain, It is scarcely to be ex- 
pected that this will be reflected very 
promptly or in a pronounced degree by 
this country during the next few months. 
It is extremely difficult to establish con- 
fidence on the eve of a Presidential elec- 
tion, and while any uncertainty as to 
the crop prospects exists. Probably the 
greatest satisfaction to be derived by 
our people from the improvement in 
Great Britain is found in the fact that 
forces are at work which promise a gen- 
eral resumption of industrial and com- 
mercial activity as early in 1905 as 
weather conditions permit. 

The cotton manufacturing industry is 
very important in England and its re- 
cent depression was reflected in many 
lines. It is now showing gratifying evi- 
dences of improvement. Supplies of the 
staple have been cOming forward more 
freely of late, and with the collapse of 
the great speculation in cotton in this 
country a very disturbing factor in the 
business has been eliminated. The sta- 
tistical position of cotton does not favor 
the expectation of low prices, but some- 
thing like stability is now expédcted, and 
with this an adaptation of prices of fab- 
rics to the cost of material is more pos- 
sible than it has been for many months 
past. The feeling in the Lancashire dis- 
trict is decidedly better, and the con- 
viction that it has seen the worst of its 
period of hard times is general. The 
manufacturers are buying more freely, 
and this greater freedom of purchase is 
understood to be warranted by the con- 
dition of their order books and by the 
outlook for their business. The condi- 
tions in the woolen and worsted indus- 
tries are generally similar to those ex- 
isting in the cotton industry, Wool has 
been high and it has been difficult to 
book orders for cloths at prices which 
were compensatory. In this industry the 
conditions are improving, as in cotton. 
The Yorkshire mills are running full 
time again. In the linen industry im- 
provement is reported at the principal 
centres, notwithstanding the decline in 
orders from this country. In a word, the 
textile industries are “ looking up,” and 
while nothing like a “ boom”’ is in sight, 
their outlook is decidedly more favorable 
than it has been for some time past. 

In the metal trades signs of improve- 
ment are noted from which much en- 
ecouragement is derived. As compared 
with the conditions existing last Fall the 
improvement is marked and the tend- 
ency of prices is upward. The nig iron 
product is well covered by current con- 
tracts and makers are relieved of the 
necessity of forcing sales by demoraliz- 
ing concessions. The competition of Ger- 
man and American steel is less felt, and 
while there is still considerable impor- 
tation it is in filling old orders which 
are much less freely renewed. Indeed, 
few new orders are reported as going 
abroad, and British mills are exchanging 
congratulations on the capture of im- 
portant Wolverhampton orders for 
blooms and billets which until lately 
have gone to Germany. In other lines 
the influence of a better feeling in those 
mentioned is noticed. Naturally, one line 
of business helps others, just as an im- 
provement in Great Britain is certain 
sooner or later to be felt here. 


SUBWAY SAFETY EQUIPMENT. 

The Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 
pany has made public announcement 
that all the motor cars in use in its sub- 
way division are to be equipped with au- 
tomatic controllers, so that when the 
congcious effort of the motorman to keep 
the circuit open is relaxed and his hand 
is withdrawn, the current is cut off and 
the brake applied. In the statement re- 
ferred to it is described as follows: 

If he removes his hand from the con- 
troller handle the power is automatically 
shut off, and the air brakes are applied in 
the emergency application, the two actions 
being simultaneous. This device has been 
adopted after extended experiments, and 


for the first time in the history of rail- 
roading ‘will be in use on the Interborough 


cars. 
The Interborough Company has already 


which arose when the motive power of the 
Manhattan Blevated Railroad was 
from steam to electricity. . 

From the experience obtained by officers 
of the Interborough Company it has al- 
ready been determined to place these de- 
vices on the entire equipment of the Man- 
hattan division. The work at present is 
well advanced, and will probably be com- 
pleted within sixty or ninety days. : 

This is interesting—but discreet. It 
only tells as much of the truth as seems 
necessary to the allaying of the momen- 
tary anxiety in the public mind, grow- 
ing out of recent accidents on the east 
side elevated lines through rear-end col- 
lisions, As a matter of fact, the electri- 
cal equipment of the subway is very 
much more perfect than this statement 
would lead the reader to believe, It in- 
cludes a device known as the automatic 
train control system, In addition to the 
usual’ visible signal equipment, which 
the motorman is supposed to observe and 
foliow, it has an emergency provision 
which, when necessary, automatically 
cuts off the current and applies the 
brakes independent of the condition of 
the motorman. The track is divided into 
blocks, and when one block or section is 
occupied by a train advancing, standing, 
or backing, a train following it cannot, 
get upon the same block unless the mo- 
torman deliberately and consciously re- 
leases the restraint and puts it there. In 
certain conditions of mind the motorman 
might hold the handle of the controller 
against the spring tending to throw it 
back to zero. The fact that train acci- 
dents frequently happen which cannot be 
explained save that they result from the 
doing of things by engineers which are 
as inexplicable by them as by others, 
warrants the belief ‘that the tension of 
duties of this character affects certain 
persons by producing abnormal psycho- 
logical phenomena. To run by a danger 
signal without seeing it and hold the 
throttle open while a train dashes into 
one ahead Of it which has been distinctly 
visible long enough to afford ample time 
to reverse the engine and put on the 
brakes are crimes the engineer does not 
commit deliberately. 

The most perfect signal system stops 
at the pole on which its signals are dis- 
played. Experience in a hundred in- 
stances has shown that between the sig- 
nal displayed and the man in the cab 
who is supposed to see it, but does not 
always do so, there is an interval to be 
bridged which is wide enough to engulf 
a train in utter destruction. The fact 
that the electrical equipment of the sub- 
way includes a device which in the ways 
described supplements the motorman’s 
observation, vigilance, and mental equi- 
librium, would have warranted the man- 
agement in making much stronger claims 
for the completeness of their safety ap- 
pliances than is included in the above 
quotation. That they have limited their 
admissions of technical foresight to the 
very simple device of the automatic con- 
troller suggests perhaps that they are 
not ready to commit themselves to the 
liberality in the equipment of the ele- 
vated lines which promising the auto- 
matic train-stopping device would in- 
volve. That it is as much needed above 
as underground the occurrence of two 
rear-end collisions in one week on the 
elevated lines would seem to show.

TYPHOID IN PHILADELPHIA. 

It is to be regretted that the encour- 
aging predictions of an abatement in the 
typhoid death rate of Philadelphia have 
not been vindicated by official statistics, 
During last week 297 new cases were re- 
ported and 38 deaths. Until quite recent- 
ly the occurrence of the disease was 
largely confined to West Philadelphia. 
It is now epidemic in nearly all parts of 
the city and is spreading. Since Jan, 1 
there have been 4,051 cases reported and 
361 deaths. This is a relatively high per- 
centage of mortality. 

It is difficult to resist the conclusion 
that the local sanitary administration of 
Philadelphia has not taken hold of this 
matter with as much of vigor and intel- 
ligence as its importance demands, There 
seems to have been an abundance of dis- 
cussion and a lamentable paucity of 
conclusions. No doubt, like an unfought 
conflagration, it will burn itself out in 
time, but the cost will be incalculably 
greater than that of the most efficient 
measures of safeguarding the public 
health. If the local authorities are un- 
certain what to do, they would do well to 
ask an appropriation for the employment 
of experts who can advise them. They 
seem to be much in need of advice on 
pretty much every subject connected 
with the safeguarding of the public 
health. Perhaps they would be stimu- 
lated by the co-operation of a citizens’ 
emergency committee of public safety. 


THE COOLIE AND THE PLAGUE. 

The plague belongs to China as water 
to its mother fountain, and there has 
néver been a lack of it for export. 
Coolies intended for the Transvaal gold 
mines transiently rounded up near Hong- 
kong preparatory to shipment thither 
having developed the malady there will 
no doubt be some delay in getting the 
yellow laborers to their work; mean- 
time and in consequence the price of 
Kafirs has gone down a few points on 
the London Stock Exchange. Such san- 
itary precautions as are possible that 
no infected laborers shall be transported 
will in the nature of things be taken at 
the port of shipment, but the plague is 
a subtle malady, with a long period of 
incubation, and it may well happen that 
cases of it in its primary stages will es- 
cape the vigilance of the quarantine 
examiners and be forwarded with clean 
bills of health when they are really 
bearers of infection. 

An outbreak of plague at the Rand 


populations could measurably protect 
themselves from it, a8 they do elsewhere, 
but once started among the blacks there 
is no telling where it would end or esti+ 
mating the period of its continuance. Call 
the whole black population of equatorial 
Africa in round numbers a hundred mill- 
ions, or rate them at any reasonable 
estimate, and the loosing of such a con- 
tagion among them, to creep on from 
year to year with the unconquerable -per- 
sistency characteristic of the disease, 
would assure an outcome none the less 
tragic because most of its ravage would 
remain unrecorded.: But the Rand’s need 
of laborers is quite imperative, and the 
coolies will undoubtedly go there; if not 
the detachments in infected barracks 
like those at Kow Loog, then others, and 
for any pestilential germs which they 
may chance to carry with them, despite 
official and sanitary vigilance, South 
Africa must take its chance, as other 
countries invaded by the industrial pig« 
tall have done since he first began to 


fare abroad for employment.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—A New Jersey Judge puts the money 
value to parents of a boy at twice that of a 
girl. At any rate, he refused to reduce the 
verdict for $6,000 obtained by a father for a 
little son killed in the Clifton Avenue cross- 
ing accident, but did reduce from $5,000 to 
$8,000 the damages awarded to another 
father for a daughter who met the same 
fate. He based the discrimination on the 
relative wageé-earning ability of the two 
sexes. The ratio of two to one may be @ 
rough approximation to accuracy on this 
point, but somehow its relevancy to the 
amount of money a bereaved parent should 
receive in such cases is not very clear. It 
may be doubted whether, as a rule, a child 
of either sex is of any actual money value 
whatever except to itself and to the State. 
Of course, a good many children partially 
or wholly support their parents in after 
years, but vastly more often among both 
the rich and the poor the cost of a child’s 
rearing is not returned—in dollars and cents 
—to those who paid it, and we lean to the 
opinion that at least as many daughters as 
sons contribute at least as much money 
toward the necessities of parents in need of 
pecuniary assistance. Ability and inclina~ 
tion to support others are not exactly con- 
vertible terms, and an increase in the in- 
clination might well—as a matter of fact 
often doés—more thah make up for a de- 
ereage in the ability. To say that a boy, 
qua boy, is worth $6,000, while a girl, qua 
girl, is worth only $3,000, is to ignore, it 
soems to us, the teachings of general ob- 
servation. As regards neither of them does 
what may be called the expectancy rise to 
any such figure, and the difference between 
the amounts ig far too large. The ques- 
tion of damages for loss of another’s life is 
a@ very difficult and complex one, except in 
the case of persons clearly and necessarily 
dependent for support upon that other’s life. 
Normally, the parent is not dependent on 
the child, and expects no return in kind 
for expenditures made in bringing it 
through the helpless years of infancy. 
Those expenditures do, indeed, impose an 
obligation on the child, but in the natural 
course of things the debt is paid, not to the 
child’s parents, but to the child’s children. 
The State suffers the material loss when a 
child is killed, and it is a fair question if the 
State should not get any damages that its 
courts may award against the killer. 


—wWe believe that the street car com- 
panies have repeatedly denied that their 
motormen aré under orders to put on full 
speed in case a car catches fire, and, 
tegardless of the fears of the passengers, 
to run until they reach a point where the 
fire can be extinguished with the least 
possible injury to the car.and its electrical 
equipmént. Despite these denials, the gen- 
eral public has seen the thitig done so of- 
ten t it believes in the éxistence of the 
orders, or something equivalent to them, 
and we notice that the well-informed Elec- 
trical Review this week expresses the same 
opinion or suspicion, At any rate, it says 
that ‘‘ whenever an electric car takes fire, 
it seems to be the practice for the motor- 
man to put on full speed and endeavor to 
reach the ¢ar shed before the motors break 
down.” That is the way is seems to ordi- 
nary observers, also, and the ordinary ob- 
server, particularly if he or she happens 
to be @ passenger on the burning car, does 
not view the “ practice” with the mild 
wonder which is all that The BElectrical 
Review manifests in regard to it. For, 
after stating the facts as it sees them, :it 
merely criticises the practical unwisdom 
of these wild races through the streets, 
and brings in the passengers only to de- 
clare that whatever tends to produce in 
their minds a feeling of insecurity should 
be avoided. However, the public don't 
care why the companies stop scaring them 
half to death by imprisoning in movable 
conflagrations, if they will only stop it, and 
The Electrical Review gives several reasons 
why a car should be brought to a’ stand- 
still the moment it catches fire. “In the 
first place,” it says, ‘a fire is most easily 
extinguished when it is just starting; séc- 
ond, the motion of the car only fans the 
flames and makes matters worse; third, 
the accident to the car alarms the pas- 
Aengers, and all that is needed to throw 
them into a panic is te shut them up in 
the car and to rush through the streets at 
a high speed.’”” Then the proper course is 
pointed out: ‘' The simplest plan to adopt 
in case of such an emergency would be to 
stop the car, so that the passengers might 
get off before they became excited. The 
car’s crew, in the meantime, could be ex- 
tinguishing the fire. If taken, quickly, 
and not too inaccessible, a bucket or two 
of sand would probably be all that would 
be necessary, It is desirable to avoid using 
water if possible, but even should this be 
necessary it is not likely to dO any per- 
manent damage to the equipment. A break- 
down which causes a fire usually means 
that the car must be pushed to the car 
shed by the next one behind, anyhow, as 
the motors are pretty sure to be put out 
of service temporarily, for only when the 
car happens to be near the shed when the 
accident occurs can it hope to reach it be- 
fore a complete breakdown takes place.” 
All this sounds common-sensical to those 
not learned in electricity, and its source 
is assurance that the sound is not deceptive, 


—One of our correspondents has sug- 
gested the retirement on a pension of elder- 
ly bank tellers, because, with advancing 
years, they seem to develop a bitter hos- 
tility to the bank’s depositors, and treat 
them with a severity that makes it high- 
ly unpleasant to trouble them either to 
take money in or to pay it out. This letter 
aroused another reader, who declared that 
while the old tellers are apt to be sav- 
age, the young ones are very much worse, 
and he suggested the removal of the pro- 
tective bars and screens from in front of 
those officials in order that the possibility 
of suffering physical violence from in- 
sulted persons may lead to a much-needed 
improvement in their manners, Grievances 
of this kind, we imagine, refer chiefly to 
the tellers of savings banks. Those of the 
other banks do not so often have their 
tempers tried by the persistent mistakes 
of people ignorant of banking methods and 


at any slight departure from routine, or 
any request for information or assistance, 
and they often leave the haughty under- 
ling with injured feelings or a fierce desire 
for revenge for gratuitous insult. It might 
be well for the higher officials of these 
banks to give a little more attention to 
this matter, and to persuade their sub- 
ordinates that good manners are an asset 
as valuable in savings banks as anywhere 
else. 


——Evidently the Crown Prince of Ger- 
Many is not one of those abnormal and al- 
ways disquieting sons of whom it is said 
that ‘they have never given their parents 
@ moment of anxiety.” The Kaiser's eld- 
est son is not a bad boy, so far as known, 
but he insists on doing things like riding 
in hurdle races—things that are perilous 
in themselves, and particularly alarming 
when done by a youth who is, theoretic- 
ally, at least, of extreme value and impor- 
tance to the welfare of the German nation 
and people. But though the Kaiser puts 
his son under arrest for taking chances in 
this reckless way, he must in his heart 
be delighted that the Prince is eager for 
other superiority than that of birth. Many 
princely amusements are less immediately 
dangerous to life and limb than hurdle 
racing, but many of them afe also con- 
siderably worse in other respects, 


ABOLISH THE “DOPE SHEETS.” 


A Correspondent Thinks That Would 
Help Solve the Poolroom Problem. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Having read with great interest the vari- 
ous newspaper comments on the moral—if 
not criminal+guilt of the Directors of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company in aid- 
ing and abetting the maintenance of pool- 
rooms in our city, and noticed the apparent 
unanimity of opinion that the solution of 
the poolroom problem lies in the Western 
Union’s refusal to supply racing informa- 
tion to such places, I have wondered why 
the newspapers do not offer to do what they 
ean as well as criticising the telegraph 
company for what it does not do. I believe 
that the newspapers can aid materially in 
remedying this evil, though they cannot 
stop it altogether, by refusing to print in- 
formation regarding the condition, weights, 
odds, &c., of the horses taking part in con- 
tests of speed and endurance, thus depriv- 
ing hundreds—yes; thousands—of those who 
are now throwing away the money which

means of keeping a record of each horse for 
the purpose of placing a bet upon him when 
he again appears in a race? Many of the 
newspapers go even further, for they not 
only encourage this evil by supplying their 
readers with the above information, but 
advise them as to what their sporting editor 
considers the “‘ three best bets.’’ 

It is undoubtedly true that many readers 
of such papers who never gambled in their 
lives derive much pleasure from reading 
the results of horse races, the same as they 
do from reading the results of baseball 
games, but it is safe t6 say that these 
readers would be perfectly willing to see the 
“ dope sheet” eliminated from every news- 
paper, knowing that it would take away 
from that very large number of small bettors 
who cannot afford to go to the track the 
means of safely (7?) wagering their much- 
needed money upon a “sure thing.’’ Let 
the newspapers stop publishing this racing 
information, and they will greatly aid not 
only Commissioner McAdoo, but the wives 
and families of the thousands of gamblers 
who have to depend upon the newspapers 
for their racing information, and who, if 
they knew nothing about what a horse has 
done, what he is likely to do, and received 
no “tips” as to the “three best bets” 
from the sporting editors of the news- 
papers now loudly criticising others for 
their ‘‘ moral” guilt in this respect, would 
hesitate about placing their money upon 
something they knew nothing about. T;

HIGH SPEED ON THE CURVE. 


A Possible Explanation of the Accident 
at Port Chester. 


To the Rditor of The New York Times: 

After reading in the several daily papers 
an account of the accident to a train on the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford at 
Port Chester, I have come to the conclu- 
sion that the true reason for the accident 
has not yet been stated—at least, not in 
print. I am a weekly traveler on that road 
during the entire year, and for two months 
of the year a daily passenger on trains that 
run from New York to South Norwalk, 
Conn. I know the place where the accident 
occurred, and any one who has traveled 
that road enough to be familiar with every 
portion of it will confirm my statement 
that at Port Chester there is a very 
“heavy ” curve and, if on an express train, 
I am also sure said passenger will again 
agree with me in saying that the trains 
very seldom slow up for that curve, but go 
over it at the same speed shown in ap- 
proaching it. 

A number of times it seemed to me the 
ear in which I was riding was going around 
the curve on, as we would say about a car- 
riage under similar circumstances, ‘two 
wheels.” Of coufse that is really impos- 
sible in the case of a car, but that is the 
sensation one has, and if a passenger is 
leaning on the window sill when the wheels 
of the car arrive at the portion of the rail 
where it begins to curve, the jolt is suffi- 
ciently great to make you give thanks that 
the flange on the wheel is held. 

the train that met with the accident 
was behind time, it is very possible some 
flange on the wheel did not hold, and with 
its breaking the wheel ran off the track 
and made all the trouble. If you wish to 
prove any of the above take the Pittsficld 
express, say at Stamford, to New York, 
any day at 5:05 (its generally behind time 
up there) and seé for yourself. Careless- 
ness may explain it alltoo fast on the 
curves.

the Cause of the McCahil! Girl’s Death. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

Th connection with the horrible death of 
little Josie MoCahill the thing that’ strikes 
me most is the utter disregard which people 
have for @angers that surround them. 
Most accidents, I believe, owe their origin 
to some anterior cause, which later makes 
them possible. The thoughtless construc- 
tion of the chimneys seems in this in- 
stance to have been the cause, coupled with 
the negligent workmanship in the interior 
in leaving @ brick projecting that stopped 
the descent of the child through to the 
apartments below. 

These seem small matters in themselves, 
but bad work results in harm to somebody.

The 
only safety lay in keeping children off this 
roof, which is perhaps easier said than 
done.. The main fault, therefo lies with 
the construction in its absente of all 
thought for the safety of children. 

In speaking of this occurrence I have in 
mind another trap fot young children, 
where the same thoughtlessness is notice- 
able, and 1 hope my remarks Will be ac- 
cepted in the spirit in whith they are 
made, namely, not with a view to criticism, 
but mérely to avoid unhappiness to some 
one.

He did 
At after his familiar precedent of drawing 
up a note to which everybody would as- 
sent, but which nobody else was anywhere 
near drawing up.

‘what with weak or ignorant handling might 
have turned into a world cataclysm, the 
conflict of antiquity with modernity on a 
scale vaster than the fail of Rome sub- 
sided into the record of a Boxer riot and a 
punitive expedition. 

Common sense and that out-of-character 
strenuousness were the guiding principles, 
when, after thus leading the world for 
three months, Hay opened communication 
with the beleaguered legations in the face 
of jeering and incredulous Europe; when 
he forced thir relief’ after Europe had 
given up all idea of advancing on Peking 
till Fall, and, having thus averted the mas- 
sacre and saved China from crime and the 
world from a tragedy, he stepped in be- 
tween the fallen old empire and the wolves 
and saved China from a tragedy and Eu- 
rope from a crime. 

He created a new diplomacy, the diplo- 
macy of blunt candor, good faith and doing 
things. It has been the tradition of diplo- 
macy that everything is an insoluble prob- 
lem, and must be approached with caution. 
Such was Europe’s attitude toward Rou- 
mania’s treatment of the Jews. Hay sim- 
ply walked up to the’door of thet insoluble 
problem and knocked. He appealed to 
Roumania to be decent. Not being a Euro- 
pean Premier, he could do no more; but it 
was a finger-post to Europe which the

A short man, extraordinarily punctilious 
*4n dress, with an attentively combed 
beard, a pleasant voice, an attractive face, 
and a voice of singuiar precision and sibi- 
lance; a man of aristocratic tastes and 
Ways and democratic manners and lan- 
guage; 2 man who uses slang in private 
conversation and wields the English lan- 
_ guage like a musical instrument in his pub- 
lic utterances, and who always wears even- 
ing dress in his own house after 6 o’clock— 
that is the outward man of the Secretary of 
+ State who has doné more to make America 
truly great among the nations of the earth 
than all the spread-eagle orators from the 
“time of Martin Chuzzlewit to the era of 
Albert J. Beveridge. 

The impression is abroad that Hay is an 
aristocrat. In his tastes he is, but not in 
“his manners. He is democratic, confiden- 
tial, thougn always dignified. He some- 
times, when talking to one he can trust, 
discusses great international questions in 
pungent idioms and with a Yankee rough- 
and-readiness that is proof positive of his 
authorship of “ Pike County Ballads.” 

He, is sensitive to criticism; there is no 
men in }.ublic life more sensitive. But of 
late to him has come the rare good fortune 
ef having entirely conquereld unfavorable 
criticism by the force of his own merit. 
Four years ago the papers blazed with 
larepoons; he was more violentiy assailed 

‘than any other man in McKinicy’s Cabinet. 
To-day, as has been the case for a long 
time past, not a voice is raised against 
him; and the extraordinary and almost un- 
preedented explanation is thut ncthing but 
hig own deeds and the revelation of his 
character have stilled the voice of defama- 
‘tion. 

But sensitive as he ‘is, he is not so sensi- 
ti¥e as some think him. Thefe is a little 
room in Hay’s beautiful house, midway be- 
«tween his doorway and his study, wherein 
the chats with visitors.

Tiere are grave suspicions of him about 
“The Breadwinners,’’ the publishers of 
which announced at the time that the au- 
thor’s name could not be revealed because 
it would injure him in his public career if 
it gere known. that he descended to novel 
writing. Hay always steers clear of ques- 
tions about “‘ The Breadwinners.” 


A MASTER OF ENGLISH. 


His mastery of English is as great as that 
of any man living. In his hands the lan- 
guage is a musical instrument; he so 
chooses his words that, as with Lincoln's 
Gettysburg address, it semes that to alter 
even one of them would be to introduce a 
discord into a perfect harmony. Thus, in 
his great oration upon McKinley, delivered 
before Congress, he said: 

“It is impossible to speak of William Mc- 
Kinley without remembering that no truer, 
tenderer knight to his chosen lady ever 
lived among mortal men. If to the spirits 
of the just made perfect is permitted the 
consciousness of earthly things, we may be 
sure that his faithful soul is now watching 
over that gentle sufferer who counts the 
long hours over in their shattered home in 
the desolate splendor of his fame.” 

As he first delivered this phrase, it was, 
“Who counts the long hours over in the 
desolate splendor of his fame.”” Whether 
the additional phrase was left out by acci- 
dent or not, and either with or without it, 
it is a beautiful instance of the felicitous 
wedding of words to sense. In the same ad- 
dress, speaking of the hideous uselessness 
of the murders of Lincoln, Garfield, and 
McKinley, men who “ walked before God 
and man without blame,” he said: ‘‘ The 
only temptation to attack their lives was 
their gentle radiance—to eyes hating the 
light that was offense enough.” 

To illustrate, not his greater works but 
his musical use of the language, that sim- 
ple poem, ‘“‘ When the Boys Come Home,’ 
should be read. It has often been set to 
music, but the setting has always been a 
failure, because it is already music; it 
sings itself. The effect produced is made 
by a perfect choice of words and even of 
letters, and he made a song which must 
have made eyelids quiver and pulses throb 
in the days when men were looking to 
the South with straining eyes and women 
with fainting hearts.

President’s Daughter Entertained at 
Breakfast, Luncheon, and Tea— 
Policemen Guard Party.

PHILADELPHIA, May 15.—Miss Roose- 
velt, as the guest to-day of Gen. and Mrs. 
Edward De V. Morrell, passed \a socially 
active day. Mrs, Roosevelt, also q visitor 
here, observed Sunday quietly. In the 
morning the first lady of the land attended 
church, and in the afternoon drove unob- 
trusively along the river. 

Auspicious weather favored the visitors. 
Long drives through the lahes of Gen. Mor- 
rell's grounds and along the roads in that 
neighborhoood came as a break to the many 
formal functions. Miss Rodsevelt was less 
restrained in her enjoyment than she had 
been the day before, when she was more 
largely in the public eye. 

She was characteristically herself—gay, 
vivacious, and inclined to buoyancy. As the 
coach on which she and Gen. Morrell were 
seated sped along Miss Roosevelt grasped 
the lines and cleverly guided the four 
horses along the winding way. She proved 
herself an expert and clever whip. 

From 10 o'clock, when Miss Roosevelt 
Was a guest at a breakfast given by Mr. 
and Mrs. Johh G. Johnson at 506 South 
Broad Street, she was as busy with her 
social affairs as a Presidential candidate 
on a campaign. tour is with politics. At 
the breakfast, beside the President's daugh- 
ter, were Gen. and Mrs. Morrell, Bond 
Willing, and George Hazelhurst. 

Breakfast ended, Miss Roosevelt and Gen. 
and Mrs. Morrell hurried to the residence 
of John W. Brock at 1,417 Spruce Street, 
where Mrs. Roosevelt is being entertained. 
The time was long past the church hour 
and the servants at the Brock residence 
informed the callers that Mrs. Roosevelt 
had gone to church. So they went away 
and entering their carriage, drove first to 
Rittenhouse Square and down Chestnut 
and to the Race Street wharf. 

Here they embarked in the Ashbridge, 
which had been placed at Gen. Morrell’s 
disposal by Director Sympth, and steamed 
slowly down the river as far as League 
Island. No stop was made at the navy 
yard, and after a quick return trip, a start 
for Torresdale was made. 

At Torresdale, where the party arrived 


shortly before 2 o'clock, they were met by 
Nelson Brown's and Gen. Morrell’s four-in- 
hand coaches, each bearing a group of 
guests. Miss Roosevelt occupied a seat on 
the box with the General on the way to 
San José, the Morrell home. It was while 
driving there that she guided the, horses. 

After luncheon the party journeyed on 
coaches to Gen. Morrell’s stock farm and 
the golf club adjoining San José. A short 
stop was made at the farm, after which 
the driving was continued along the river 
road to Clarence Dolan’s home. There a 
tea was given in honor of Miss Roosevelt. 
That concluded the day’s functions. 

Lieut. Dungen, Acting @eret. Fagen, and 
four other mounted pdficemen guarded 
Miss Roosevelt while she was in the coun- 
try. Three mounted policemen preceded 
the party on the drives. Stationed on the 
gréunds, too, were four policemen in citi- 
zen’s clothes. Miss Roosevelt started for 
Washington this evening. 

Mrs. Roosevelt’s Sunday was very quiet. 


She saw no visitors at the Brock residence 
except a few relatives. The morning hours 
were spent at church. She accompanied 
Mrs. rock to the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of St. Luke and Epiphany, Thir- 
teenth Street, below Spruce. 

Mrs. Roosevelt avoided possible introduc- 
tions by retiring quickly at the conclusion 
of the services.

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RECEPTION TO M. BEAULIEU. 


Judeans Entertain Author of “ Israel 
Among the Nations.” 


Anatole Leroy Beaulieu, author of “ Is- 
rael Among the Nations,” who has re- 
cently completed a course of lectures at 
Harvard University, was entertained at 4 
reception given in his honor by the Ju- 
deans last night at the Tuxedo, Madison 
Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street. The gath- 
ering comprised the leaders of numerous 
Jewish organizations in this city, as well 
as a large number of New Yorkers inter- 
ested in educational work. 

“Among them were Prof. Henry M. Leip- 
siger, the Judeans’ President, who presid- 
ed; Mr. 8S. Isaacs, Isidor Straus, President 
of the Educational All ce; Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward Lauterbach, N. Taylor Phillips, lL. 
N. Hershfie'd, H. Moscowitz, Cyrus L. 
Sulzberger, President of the Jewish Agri- 
cultural Aid Society; Henry Rice, President 
of the United Hebrew Charities; Frederick 
Nathan, President of the Consumers’ 
League; Miss Lillian D. Wald, head of the 
Nurses’ Settlement, and Miss H. Szold, 
Secretary of the Jewish Publication Soci- 


ety. 
President Leipziger sald that the Judeans 
welcomed M. Beaulieu particularly because 
by no other nation had the cause of liberty 
been so notably advanced as by France. He 
declared that the guest of the evening was 
worthy of being “ pladed in the same class 
with those brave men of letters, the real 
heroes of peace, that have adorned the 
history of his beloved country. Israel 
Among the Nations’ is the most splendid 
contribution by any Christian to the cause 
of justice to the Jews.” Speaking of the 
present war, he expressed the belief that it 
would lead to the regeneration of Russia. 
M. Beaulieu. was loudly applauded when 
he rose to speak. He talked alternately in 
French and in English, switching from one 
language to the other whenever he thought 
some in the audience had difficulty in 
following his utterances. He said that the 
reason he had combatted anti-Semitism was 
that he considered it his duty to do so. 
He had observed that the Jews were ac- 
cused unjustly in many instances. He said 
he had made the fight as a Frenchman, 
as a friend of justice, and as a Christian, 
and had been thanked for doing so not 
only by Jews themselves, but also by prel- 
ates of the Christian churches. AG 
“My advice to the Jews,” he said, “‘ is to 
remain faithful to that which constitutes 
their strength—that is, their religion.’

IN THE BUSINESS WORLD 


SUIT TRADE IMPROVING. 


Sudden Demand for Light Suits for 
Summer and Outing Wear. 


Business in fine cloaks and suits, which | 
has been very poor throughout the Spring, 
has shown a decided improvement during 
the last week, and the retailers have begun 
to place substantial orders for lightweight 
garments for Summer wear. 

“The late Spring alone has been responsi- 
ble for our poor business,” said Eugene 
Zaiss of E. Zaiss & Co., *“* but trade now is 
healthy. The retailers are asking for light, 
snappy stuff in serges, silks, and anything 
that can be made up into novel garments 
for seashore, automobiling, and other out- 
door Summer wear. 

“The result of it will be to delay our 
Winter season. In ordinary years we would 
have been all through our Spring and Sum- 
mer manufacturing hy this time and at 
work on our Winter samples. In fact, I 
started a few days ago to cut samples for 
our Winter campaign, but this rush has 
forced me to abandon them for the time and 
go back to making Summer goods to supply 
the demand which has sprung up.. The in- 
dications are that after all the geason will 
prove to be a very fair one for the better 
class of goods.”’ 

It is not expected, however, that the 
makers of the medium and cheaper grades 
of cloaks will benefit by this new demand. 
It is all for light suits and costumes, and 
the demand for Spring wraps, when it has 
been delayed so long as it has this season. 
is not likely to materialize. The manufact- 
urers are hoping, however, for a good Fall 
trade. 


TRADE IN OLD RUBBER. 


Big Demand for Shoes, Tirés, and Any- 
thing That Contains the Material. 


In conversation with the manager of one 
of the retail shoe stores in this city last 
week a NEW YogK Timps reporter was 
told that the ho@se had realized from 
$1,000 to $1,500 from the sale of old rub- 
bers that had been left in the store by 
customers during last year. 

A liberal sum had fallen into the firm’s 
hands every year for the past decade, but 
owing to the high cost of rubber for the 
past few months the money derived from 
the sales of this old material had been 
much greater in amount, 

Time was, not many years ago, when old 
yubbers were disposed of as refuse, but 
the increased uses far rubber for so many 
purposes, and its subgequent scarcity, have 
aroused the dealers footwear to the im- 
portance of saving all the old rubbers and 
rubber heels that comes into their hands. 
The very poorest quality of rubber that 
comes into) the market is selling now for 
more than’ 50 cents a pound, the highest 
price paid being $1.10. Second-hand deal- 
ers go about the city picking up discarded 
rubbers of every description, for which 
they pay the housewife 4 or 5 cents a 
pound, and then turn it over at a profit of 
several hundred per cent. Old rubber boots 
and shoes are quoted in the local market 
at $7 per 100 pounds; bicycle tires, $4.25; 
solid rubber wagon and carriage tires, $7; 
white trimmed rubber, $9; garden hose, 
$1.25, and inner bicycle tires, free from 
cloth or metal, $15. 

The manufacture of automobile and bi- 
cycle tires of rubber makes an immense 
demand upon the rubber supply, which, | 
taken together with the thousands of oth- 
er articles that are being made now 
which were not thought of a few years ago, 
has forced the market price up to its pres- 
ent level. The sale of rubber footwear 
during the past Winter was something 
phenomenal, and advanced prices were ob- 
tained, while even higher prices are sched- 
uled to come. Countries where rubber foot- 
wear was not known five years ago are 
now calling for these goods in large quan- 
tities. The mere item of rubber heels alone 
has grown to enormous proportions. In 
Oriental countries rubber soles are replac- 
ing paper soles for shoes. 

One of the most recent queer developments 
in connection with the rubber industry is 
the “rubber social”’ that is being conduct- 
ed in the rural communities by religious 
denominations, The women of the church 
request the members of the congregation 
to send to the church all the old rubbers 
they have on hand. At some of these so- 
cials many hundred pounds of cast-off rub- 
ber boots and shoes are donated, and often 
the shoe dealer in the village donates his 
accumulation of old rubbers to the church, 


CAPON TRADE PROFITABLE. 


Growing Demand for This Class of Fowl 
in New York, 


Capon is becoming increasingly popular 
in Rastern ties, and in New York the 
trade is reaching considerable proportions, 
Epicures are constantly asking for capons, 
and when fed in the proper way no fowl 
equals them in tenderness and flavor. No 
matter how old the capon is, up to a reason- 
able limit, the flesh is always tender and 
sweet like that ofa Spring chicken. This 
fact is emphasized by an examination of 
prices now prevailing in this city. Both 
Spring chickens and capons are quoted at 
18@20 cents a pound. In discussing the 
capon trade and its possibilities from the 
producers’ standpoint a prominent receiver 
said to a NEw YorK TIMEs reporter: 

“In preparing for capon raising it is al- 
ways best to hatch about twice the number 
of chickens actually wanted, for at least 
one-half will be pullets. They may be kept 
for egg production or to: kill for Spring 
chickens. In either case enough will be 
made from them to pay the entire expense 
of raising the capons. A cockerel should 
be about twelve weeks oid when caponized. 
After that they require no unusugl care, 
They are not fed differently from the or- 
dinary fowl, only more liberally. They are 
usually ready for market about Feb. 1, and 
the demand continues as long as there are 
any to be obtained. , 

“Prices, as a rule, are higher for capons 
than for chickens, and one of any of the 
standard breed of fowls will weigh two or 
three pounds more than an ordinary fowl. 
The usval price, then, will be 40 to 60 
cents higher, while- the additional cost of 
raising is too insignificant to be consid- 


ered. Not many poultry raisers around 
New York are engaged in the business. A 
large proportion of those handled in, this 
market come from the West. Capon farms

DUTCH STEAL OUR TRADE. 


Holland Manufacturers Capture Cotton 
Business in Australia. 


Australian trade in “American cotton 
goods has been almost lost in the past year 
and at present exporters say that there is 
no business. Holland is said to have sup- 
planted the United States as the market 
for the buyers in the British colony. An 
exporter yesterday explained the situation 
as follows: 

‘In the last year a difference of a cent 
or more has stood between buyers-and 
sellers on denims and cassimeres, the chief 


fabrics that we used to export to Australia, 
The manufacturers of Holland, who saw 
our difficulty and knew the high reputa- 
tion of our goods, imitated them and sold 
the imitations at prices which we could not 
meet. I have been informed that Dutch 
manufacturers held cheaper cotton than 
American mills and the cost of manufacture 
in Holland is 20 to 30 per cent. less than 
here, The trade here will be interested in 
learning, however, whether the deliveries 
rom ene will nom . ane ae ard.of 
samples on whic. ers were 
bookedy : :

A quick though not remarkable trip was 
made to San Juan, but the Invincible had 
left port before the Atlantic’s arrival. After 


a two weeks’ stay at San Juan the Atlantic 
steamed from San Juan to St. Thomas, us- 
ing her engines for the first time on the 
cruise. From St. Thomas she went to 
Santa Cruz, and thence in turn to St. Kitts 
and Fort de France, Martinique. From the 
latter place the Atlantic proceeded , under 
sail, close hauled, to Barbados, 125 knots, in 
twelve hours. The next port made was 
Kingston, Jamaica, where the party re- 
mained four days. 

The Atlantic’s prow was then turned 
homeward, and Santiago de Cuba was visit- 
ed for two days. From Santiago she sailed 
westward around the south coast of Cuba. 
While at Santiago Capt. Marshall received 
as a present the rudder yoke of Admiral 
Cervera’s gig, on which are embossed the 
letters ‘‘C. C.” After leaving Santiago the 
next stop was made at Havana. In enter- 
ing the harbor the Atlantic ran aground 
near the wreck of the Maine, but got off 
without injury. The incident, however, 
caused Capt. Marshall to change sailing 
masters. Capt. Lem Miller of Columbia 
fame was engaged by cable, and he went 
down by steamer from this city on less than 
twelve hours’ notice. 

On the way up from Havana the Atlantic 
logged 288 knots-in one day. She had pre- 
viously logged 280. She came from Norfolk 
to Sandy Hook in about thirty-nine hours, 
and had a great race with coasting schoon- 
ers on the way:She overtook and passed a 
fleet that had sailed about seven hours in 
advance, and beat a five-master among 
other big craft. 

Capt. Marshall will have the Atlantic at 
Larchmont when the yacht club house is 
formally opened for the season on May 28, 
and afterward will be ready for any and all 
races.

The news of last week comprised the 
srt of $14,000,000 of gold—a total un- 
equaled for that period—the statement of 
‘the abandonment of 5,000,000 acres of 
Winter-killed wheat, and many unsatis- 
factory railway traffics. The result was 
to Merease the general estimate of the 
value of security of investment, as was 
Teflected in rising prices for bonds as 
~ompared with falling prices for stocks. 
Eighty-three stocks altered their quota- 
tions by a point or more, including six- 
ty-nine declines. Forty-nine bonds fluct- 
uated similarly, including thirty-seven 
advances. This contrast between 


thing like a permanency, haying been re- 
marked: here for several consecutive 
weeks. It is only in tone that the bond 
market@an be said to improve. Its vol- 
ume leayes much to be desired, Stocks 
gained activity with their decline, but 
bonds lost activity with their rise. The 
activity of a falling market is not anu 
encouraging sign, and the dullness of a 
rising market is not suggestive of a con- 
tinuance of the movement. Possibly the 
contrast between the stock and bond 
markets affords a hope that this gener- 
alization is misleading in this case. 

A dozen stocks contributed two-thirds 
of the total of 1,545,747 shares sold. 
These active properties give an inaccu- 
rate idea of the week’s business, inas- 
much as the proportion of declines was 
larger among the less conspicuous prop- 
erties. There were but three advances, 
and none of them can be called merito- 
rious. Brooklyn Rapid Transit’s im- 
provement by~- one-eighth scarcely de- 
seryes mention. Amalgamated’s 24% was 
altogether unexplained, as usual, Con-~ 
solidated Gas’s rise of 1% was thorough- 
ly meretricious. Having advanced nearly 
20 points upon predictions of benefits 
from the Remsen bill it advanced further 
upon the veto of the bill, and the placing 
of $20,000,000 of bonds ahead of the 
stock already diluted to attenuation. 
Among the declines Steel preferred was 
conspicuous, taking first place both in 
activity and range, netting 3% decline. 
St, Paul eame next with a fall of 3, upon 
a comparison showing that Louisville 
was worth more. But St. Paul and 
Louisville fell together. Pennsylvania 
Was the only one of the nine to lose less 
than a fraction. 

Outside of the dozen leaders Brooklyn 
Union Gas gained 8, as was thought in 
Sympathy with Consolidated Gas, but 
really because of an increase of divi- 
dend. Corn Products fell upon unfavor- 
able interpretation of its annual report. 
In the bond market Steel 5s had no sec- 
ond in point of activity, but it was rela- 
tively firmer than the preferred, losing 
only one-quarter, but closing about at 
the ‘week’s lowést.

URGES RECLAMATION OF 
MOSQUITO MEADOWS 


Only Way to Exterminate Pest, 
Says Jersey State Geologist. 


CULTIVATION WOULD PAY COST 


Mr. Kummel in Annual Report Advo- 
cates Also Filling In for Manu- 
facturing Sites. 


NEWARE, N. J.,,May 15.—The mosquito, 
which is just now beginning to make itself 
felt throughout New Jersey, is the subject 
of considerable discussion in the annual re- 
port of State Geologist Kummel, which has 
just been issued. Authorities such as ex- 
State Geologist Smock and C. C. Vermoule 
have contributed to the recommendations as 
to the best means to exterminate the 
plague, and agree with the majority that 
reclamation of the meadows is the proper 
remedy. 

According to the report these meadows 
are about eighteen miles long, four miles 
wide, and cover 27,000 acres. They extend 
from Paterson to Newark Bay, and if 
drained would make valuable farm land, 
while if filled in much of it would be use- 
ful for manufacturing sites. The agricult- 
ural value of these lands, the report goes 
on to say, eventually would be large enough 
to pay for their reclamation, although the 
gain in valuation could not be realized until 
a great part of the soil had been sweet- 
ened by cultivation and proper dressing 
with fertilizers. 

The report cites the prevalence of mal- 
arial diseases in the towns and cities on 
each side of these meadows, and as the 


mosquito ‘is now recognized as the bearer 
of these malarial troubles, the reclamation 
of these meadows and a permanent im- 
provement is strongly, ie 

In many parts o and drainage has 
made the country sence more healthy and, 
particularly, has done away with malarial 
affections. In the Netherlands the low- 
lands are considered nearly as safe against 

malarial diseases as is the higher country. 
No other proposed solution of the mosquito 
problem, experts say, is likely to prove 
permanently effective, unless it be accom- 
anied by the thorough drainage of breed- 
ing places on these meadows and the cul- 
tivation of the land in farms and market 
gardens, or by infilling and occupation by 
manufacturing industries.. As a purely san- 
itary measure, authorities say, the subject 
is worthy of the attention of the residents 
of Newark and Jersey City, and the other 
towns and cities in the valley.

Contracts Awarded for Large Building 
on Albany Avenue, Brooklyn. 


Contracts have just been awarded by the 
Board of Education for the general con- 
struction and for the plumbing and drain< 
age of the new Commercial High School to 
be on Albany Avenue and Bergen and Dean 
Streets, Brooklyn. The contract for the 
general construction was awarded to the 
Remington Construction Company, whose 
bid, $453,000, was the lowest received, and 
the plumbing and drainage contract went 
to John Thatcher & Son for $2,600. The 
contract ealls for the completion of the 
building on May 1, 1905. 

The plot of ground on which the building 
will stand extends nearly 215 feet on Al- 
bany Avenue and 200 feet on Bergen and 
Dean Streets. The basement of the pro- 
jected building, which was designed by C. 
J. B. Snyder, Superintendent of Buildings 
of the Department of Education, is almost 
entirely below grade, and is laid out for a 
gymnasium 64 by 144 feet, together with 
the. necessary locker rooms, toilets, and 
bathrooms. The main floor of the assem- 
bly room is also in the basement. This as- 
sembly hall, with the galleries, which will 
be on the ground floor, will seat about 1,500 
pupils. The basement will also contain a 
handball court and the heating and venti- 
lating apparatus. 

The first floor will contain the galleries 
and upper part of the assembly hall, twelve 
commodious classroomis, and a biological 


laboratory. The Principal's office will be 
on the second floor, and this floor will 
also Contain twenty-two classrooms, a free- 
hand drawing room, one room for "geology, 
and history, and a museum. The third 
floor will be divided into eighteen class- 
rooms, a large room for a library, a phys- 
ical lecture room, two physical haborato- 
ries, a freehand drawing room, and a me- 
chanical drawing room. 

On the fourth floor will be three large 
classrooms, rooms for mechanical and free- 
hand drawing, two Wpeerting rooms, thrée 
business rooms, a chemical lecture room 
and two ‘chemical laboratories, a kitchen, 
and two lunchrooms. There are eight fire- 
proof stairways provided for intercommu- 
nication between the different floors. The 
building will be a steel skeleton construc- 
tion, and fire-proof in every particular. 


LINER LONG FOG BOUND. 


The Philadelphia Reaches Pier After 
Slow Passage. 


After having been held up in™ the fog be- 
tween Nantucket and New York for thirty- 
six hours, the ‘American Line steamship 
Philadelphia made her pier yesterday morn- 
ing. Between 5 and 6 o'clock on Friday 
night the vessel ran into the bank a few 
miles east ef Nantucket Lightship, and at 
11 o'clock -Saturday morning she reported 
by wireless to the American Line office 
that she was abreast of Fire Island. She 
had made the distance with just enough 
speed to give her steerageway, and from 
Fire Island she barely crept along until she 
anchored, still in the fog, off Sandy Hook 
at 1 o’clock on Saturday afternoon.

COMMITTEE CHOSEN TO DO IT 


The Telegraphers’ President Says Te 
May Give Out Some “ Interesting 
Facts” on Poolrooms Later. 


A committee of three was appointed at 
yesterday’s meeting of the Central Fed- 
erated Union, at the request of D. L. Rus- 
sell, President of the Commercial Teleg- 
raphers’ Union, to take steps to bring about 
the annulment of the charter of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company for furnish- 
ing the wires to the poolrooms in this city. 
President Russell prefaced his remarks by 
a statement in which he said: 

“We can Jater on give some irfteresting 
facts regarding the Western Union Com- 
pany and the poolrooms. We are glad that 
the newspaper press of this city has raised 
ructions on the question of the Western 
Union Company supplying the service to 
the poolrooms. The question has been 
asked, How far will our union allow its 
members. to operate in the poolrooms? In 
answer to this I may say that we are ina 
peculiar position. We could take 75 per 
cent. of the telegraphers out of the pool- 
rooms, but they are the highest paid men, 
and if they were withdrawn they would 
be at once discharged and their places 
would be filled, while the discharged men 
would be blacklisted. 

“If I thought that the poolroom evil 
could be stopped by pulling out our men, 
we would do so at once, but that would 
not kill the poolreom evil. The Kon 


Union is prepared for any emergency. 
necessary, it would go out of New ‘York 
to Jersey City and do business there.” 

President Russell then moved the follow- 
ing resolution: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this body 
for reasons which are now public property 
that the charter of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company should be annulled, and that 
a committee of three be appointed by the 
Central Federated Union to Gries thfs about 
by the proper means. 

Philip Kelly of the Theatrical Protective

motion,’’ he said. ‘‘The common sense of 
the people should rule in this matter, and 
they should be able to discount the talk in 
some of the newspapers.

TO FIGHT THE OPEN SHOP. 


An Urgent Appeal Made to the Central 


Federated Union. 


The members of the Central Federated 
Union were stirred at the meeting yester- 
day by a speech of Secretary Morrison of 
the American Federation of Labor against 
the open shop movement. He urged the 
unions to quit internal rows, and said: 

“The public should not know that there is 
one ripple of discontent among the unions. 
The American Federation of Labor, in the 
meantime, is trying to organize as thor- 
oughly as possible, so as to fight the new 
movement. 

“If one shop is composed of union men 
and another shop is composed of non-union 
men or has any non-union men, then not a 
union man should work in that shop. We 
stand for that recognition of the union 


which means the employment of only union 
men. The American Federation of Labor 
has now a membership of 1,800,000. It has 
gained 400,000 members during the past 
year. On May 24 a dual organization, the 
American Labor Union, will be merged in 
cur body.” 

Other matters considered were the strikes 
of the asphalt workers and the carriage 
and wagon workers. It was voted to ask 
the police not to ‘‘ overdo their duties’”’ in 
the latter strike. 


MUSICAL UNION CONVENES. 


‘Will March to Convention Hall Behind 
Picked 100-Piece Band. 


Delegates from all the large cities 
throughout the United States arrived here 
yesterday to attend the annual convention 
of the American Federation of Musicians, 
which will begin at 2 P. M. to-day in the 
Amsterdam Opera House, 344 West Forty- 
fourth Street. A meeting of the National 
Executive Committee was held yesterday 


at the Hotel Cadillac, Broadway and Forty-- 


third Street, to make arrangements for the 
convention. The delegates will march from 
the Cadillac to the Amsterdam Opera 
House behind a picked ‘band of 100 pieces. 

The convention, it is expected, will last 
for a week, and is of unusual interest from 
the fact that it is the first convention of 
the American Federation of Musicians since 
the Musical Mutual Protective Union of
